Powell 

backs 

condoms

C ondoms were a flash point of 
Secretary of State Colin Pow¬ 
ell’s February 14 appearance 
on Be Heard, a program on MTV 
where young people in six studio au¬ 
diences around the world posed ques-. 
tions to Powell. 

“A young 

Catholic woman” 
in Milan asked 
about the 
- church’s ban on 
condoms in the 
context of AIDS. 

Powell said 
that he respect¬ 
ed the views of 
the pope, “But 
in my own judg¬ 
ment, condoms are the way to prevent 
infection and, therefore, I not only 
support their tise, I encourage their 
use among people who are sexually 
active and need to protect them¬ 
selves.” 

He noted that AIDS was spreading 
throughout much of the world and 
added, “It is important that the whole 
international community come to¬ 
gether, speak candidly about it, forget 
abut taboos, forget about conservative 
ideas with respect to what you should 
tell young people. 

“It’s the lives of young people that are 
put at risk by unsafe sex. And, therefore, 
protect yourselves,” advised Powell. 

The Human Rights Campaign said 
it was “encouraged” by Powell’s com¬ 
ments. 

“Colin Powell should be applaud¬ 
ed for his remarks that echo the 
sound advice of most leading medical 
experts,” said Winnie Stachelberg, 
HRC’s political director. “When used 
properly, condoms are an effective 
way of limiting the spread of HIV and 
saving lives. We hope others in the 
Bush administration follow Powell’s 
bold example and advocate for com¬ 
prehensive HIV/AIDS programs, in¬ 
cluding prevention.” 

Predictably, the knees of social 
conservatives in the U.S. couldn’t jerk 
fast enough to condemn Powell’s re¬ 
marks, declare him ignorant, and 
push abstinence as the only mantra 
that should be spoken. 

“He is talking about a subject he 
doesn’t understand. He clearly doesn’t 
understand the science regarding con¬ 
dom efficacy,” asserted James Dobson, 
head of Focus on the Family. 

“Secretary Powell’s remarks are 
reckless and irresponsible,” said Ken 
Connor, president of the Family Re¬ 
search Council. “President Bush 
should repudiate Secretary Powell’s 
comments and publicly exhort him 
for his irresponsible remarks.” 

The White House demurred. 
Spokesman Air Fleischer said that Pow¬ 
ell “limited his answer to people who 
are sexually active” and thus was con¬ 
sistent with administration policy. T 




AIDS agencies receive 
vituperative Valentine

V alentine’s Day brought some tough 
love for San Francisco AIDS agen¬ 
cies and officials. The cantankerous 
cupid came in the form of a report 
released by a conservative taxpayers’ group 
attacking numerous AIDS agencies for al¬ 
legedly mismanaging public funds. 

The report from Citizens Against Gbvern- 
ment Waste attempts to package missives 
from two radical ACT UP groups and AIDS 
activist Michael Petrelis into an alarming ex¬ 
pose aimed at reducing the amount of feder¬ 
al funding HIV prevention programs receive. 

“Many prevention programs actually pro¬ 
mote risky behavior, and are using taxpayer 
dollars to do so,” writes Kerrie Rezac in the 
report titled, “AIDS Programs: An Epidemic 
of Waste.” 

Most of the report’s arrows skewering 
AIDS agencies for misspending funds are 
aimed directly at five Bay Area agencies. The 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation received 
criticism for sponsoring “Sex on the Net, 
2001: A Sexual Odyssey” last year while at the 
same time health officials warned Internet 
chat rooms were spreading sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases. 

The Asian Pacific Islander Wellness Center 
is listed for sponsoring the first Mr. and Ms. 
UTOPIA pageant whose flier noted the event 
was “partially funded by the CDC.” 

The Stop AIDS Project is used several times 
as an example of alleged wasteful spending, 
once for its upcoming program “GUY- 
WATCH: Blow by Blow.” According to the re¬ 
port, the advertisement for the seminar reads, 
in part: “What tricks do you want to share to 
make your man tremble with delight?” 

Positive Force received mention for hold¬ 
ing a “Poz Prom” and for offering “flirting 


classes and, last July, host(ing) a workshop on 
how to have anal intercourse if you suffer 
from diarrhea.” 

Also, the report slams the University of 
California, San Francisco’s AIDS Health Pro¬ 
ject for sponsoring HIV bowling nights and 
daytime cruises of San Francisco Bay.

Tenderloin HIV testing 
program faces questions 
over incentives

N ot only can anyone walk 
into the Tenderloin AIDS 
Resource Center and re¬ 
quest an HIV test, they are paid 
$10 as an incentive to come back 
and receive their results. 

' While the agency defends the 
cash incentive as good public 
health policy, it has resulted in the 
program becoming so successful 
that TARC has had to ask the city 
for two supplemental funding in¬ 
creases to cover the costs of the 
program. Those cash infusions to¬ 
taled $66,720 in additional in¬ 
come for the agency during fiscal 
year 2001. 

Now, TARC is once again turn¬ 
ing to the city for help. In January 
the agency announced that if it 
did not find an additional $45,000 
in bridge funding, it would have 
to suspend the HIV testing pro¬ 
gram until summer. 

After an appeal to the public 
for donations did not materialize 
into a saving grace for the agency’s 
testing service, the city’s Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health is once 
again covering the agency’s ex¬ 
penses. 

While an exact amount has yet 
to be finalized, department offi¬ 
cials expect to cover the agency’s 
entire budget shortfall. However, 
it has prompted the department 
to question TARC’s use of cash in¬ 
centives to entice people in for 
testing. 

“Part of what is going on is 
they have made the decision to 
give incentives to people for tak¬ 
ing the test and that has caused 
them to spend their funds,” said 


Steven Tierney, the city’s director 
of HIV prevention. “You have to 
look at the management of the 
program at some point and see 
whether everyone is a repeat 
tester.” 

While he defends the testing 
program as being needed, Tierney 
also said his department wants to 
ensure TARC stays within its bud¬ 
get and is providing tests to new 
people. 

“It is a good program and we 
do want to help, but it is going to 
be a two-prong approach,” said 
Tierney. “They are reaching a 
community with great need, and 
we want them to continue to do 
that work so they will not have to 
stop any services from here to July 
1 ” 

Paul Harkin, TARC’s HIV pre¬ 
vention program manager, de¬ 
fended the cash incentives and 
said the agency does monitor who 
is coming in to get tested. 

“You are only allowed to get 
$10 every six months. They can 
get tested again, but they can’t get 
$10 again,” Harkin explained. “We 
get 175 people a month who may 
not get tested otherwise.” 

Calling it a classic example of a 
class issue, Harkin said most of 
the people who get tested at TARC 
do not have access to healthcare 
and need the agency’s services. 

“A lot of these people who we 
see are homeless,” he said. “The 
money equals one less trick they’ll 
turn to get a rock [of crack] and 
that is one less instance of expo¬ 
sure.” 

TARC is the second AIDS ser¬ 
vice organization in the city to 
turn to the public - and the-gov¬ 
ernment - for help. In January,

Positive Resource Center also had 
to appeal to the public due to its 
losing a large government grant 
last year. PRC is also looking to 
the state and city for additional 
funding sources. 

But unlike PRC’s problems, 
TARC did not lose a grant. In fact, 
the agency’s testing service re¬ 
ceived an increase in funding - 
from $293,047 in 2001 to 
$478,226 in 2002 - and will be¬ 
come fully funded by July. 

The problem stems from how 
the agency thought it would re¬ 
ceive funding for its Community 
Partners Peer Education Project. 
Started in March 2001, the com¬ 
munity partners project provides 
testing and counseling services to 
an average of 174 high-risk per¬ 
sons each month. From March 
through November 2001, TARC’s 
prevention staff provided risk as¬ 
sessment counseling and testing 
to 1,418 people, and 1,393, or 98 
percent, returned for their test re¬ 
sults. 

Of those, 116 tested positive 
for HIV antibodies, representing

Dog-mauling trial opens

C ourtroom observers and 
legal pundits are voicing 
mixed opinions about the 
styles and strategies of the prose¬ 
cution and defense teams in the 
Diane Whipple dog-mauling case. 
But if there is one unanimous 
opinion, it is that the trial, expect¬ 
ed to conclude in April, will be 
anything but routine. 

On Tuesday, February 19, 
opening statements in a down¬ 
town Los Angeles courtroom were 
punctuated by gruesome autopsy 
photographs and extreme court¬ 
room theatrics. The trial was 
moved to Los Angeles because of 
extensive pretrial publicity in the 


Bay Area. 

Lead prosecutor Jim Hammer 
began by sequentially laying out 
his case to the jury of seven men 
and five women. He told jurors 
that the deadly January 26, 2001, 
hallway attack on Whipple was the 
direct result of the dogs’ married 
caretakers, Marjorie Knoller and 
Robert Noel, failing to do any¬ 
thing to mitigate the danger the 
dogs posed to people. 

Hammer spoke for about 90 
minutes. Knoller’s attorney, Nedra 
Ruiz, followed with a statement 
that lasted twice as long. Ruiz pas¬ 
sionately and at times tearfully ar¬ 
gued that Knoller heroically tried 
to save Whipple’s life. At one point 
Ruiz startled court observers by 
getting down on her hands and 


knees to reenact Knoller’s attempt 
to stop the mauling by putting her 
body between her dog and Whip¬ 
ple. 

Noel’s lawyer, Bruce Hotchkiss, 
spoke for less than 15 minutes, 
telling jurors that his client is in¬ 
nocent because he wasn’t with the 
dogs at the time of the attack. 
Hotchkiss also argued that Noel 
shouldn’t be tainted by the prose¬ 
cution’s allegation of a three-way 
intimate relationship between 
Noel and Knoller and the couple’s 
lifer prisoner adopted son, Paul 
Schneider. Hotchkiss said Noel 
should not be found guilty just 
because he has an “unconvention¬ 
al lifestyle.”

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Smuggling alleged 
in recent pot busts

ew information has come 
to light about last week’s 
federal Drug Enforcement 
Administration raids of Bay Area 
medical cannabis providers. 

On Tuesday, February 5, DEA 
agents dynamited the door of the 
Sixth Street Harm Reduction 
Center at 52 Sixth Street near 
Market Street. An estimated 600 
marijuana plants, along with doc¬ 
uments and computer equipment, 
were seized and the club’s execu¬ 
tive director, Richard Watts, was 
arrested. 

The DEA also arrested author 
and cannabis cultivation expert 
Ed Rosenthal in a dawn raid at his 
home in Oakland; Rosenthal post¬ 
ed bail and was released later in 
the day. 

The same morning, Ken Hayes, 
who formerly managed the 6th 
Street dispensary, was arrested 
near Vancouver, Canada. Last 
March, Hayes and a co-defendant 
were acquitted of charges of mar¬ 
ijuana cultivation and sales in 
Sonoma County. Hayes’s attorney 
William Panzer said that Hayes 
plans to ask the Canadian govern¬ 
ment for political refugee status. 

In a separate case, the DEA also 
arrested James Halloran, who was 
accused of growing an estimated 
1,000 cannabis plants in an aban¬ 


doned movie theater; Halloran 
has no known connection to the 
other three men. 

The arrests happened on the 
same day as a speech by drug czar 
Asa Hutchinson at the Common¬ 
wealth Club. Hutchinson told the 
skeptical audience that medical 
marijuana users were not a feder¬ 
al priority, and implied that the 
day’s arrgsts were connected with 
large amounts of drugs. 

According to DEA spokesman 
Richard Meyer, the arrests were 
linked to “smuggling and traffick¬ 
ing of marijuana and also some 
possible money laundering.” 
Meyer said the timing of the ar¬ 
rests and Hutchinson’s speech 
were coincidental, and said the 
raids were the result of an ongo¬ 
ing investigation into an alleged 
British Columbia to San Francisco 
smuggling operation; the investi¬ 
gation involved the U.S. Customs 
Service and the Internal Revenue 
Service. 

Materials provided to defense 
attorneys in the case and pub¬ 
lished material on a Web site re¬ 
vealed that an informant from an¬ 
other San Francisco medical 
cannabis dispensary had provided 
information to the DEA related to 
the ongoing investigation that led 
to last week’s arrests. According to 
local sources and the story on 
DCRNet.org, the informant was 
later revealed to be Father 


Nazarene, who formerly oversaw 
the San Francisco Patients’ Re¬ 
source Center on Divisadero 
Street. Father Nazarene apparent¬ 
ly was concerned that some peo¬ 
ple connected to certain medical 
marijuana clubs were hiding be¬ 
hind Proposition 215 in an effort 
to make money. 

SFPRC officials confirmed the 
information. 

“We are as shocked and dis¬ 
mayed as anyone,” said SFPRC Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Wayne Justmann. 
“As patients, we thought this per¬ 
son was here to help us.” Justmann 
said that all of Father Nazarene’s 
responsibilities with the center 
had been “immediately severed,” 
and that the club is now undergo¬ 
ing a reorganization that will in¬ 
clude bringing in political and 
public health leaders. 

Fears that last week’s raids were 
the start of an all-out attack on 
Bay Area medical cannabis dis : 
pensaries appear to be unfound¬ 
ed, since no other local medical 
marijuana providers have since 
been targeted. “This was not as 
sweeping as I had at first feared,” 
said Dale Gieringer of the Califor¬ 
nia chapter of the National Orga¬ 
nization to Reform Marijuana 
Laws, who nevertheless noted that 
more arrests may be forthcoming. 
“This is not an escalation, but a 
continuation of their war on med¬ 
ical marijuana.” T

O f the candidates seeking the Democ¬ 
ratic nomination for the 13th Assem¬ 
bly District, only one stands out as 
someone who will be a strong advocate for 
the progressive character of the district as 
well as someone who will fight for what’s 
right on issues that will affect the LGBT 
community and, indeed, all Californians. 
That person is openly gay San Francisco Su¬ 
pervisor Mark Leno, whom we enthusiasti¬ 
cally recommend to voters in the March 5 
primary. 

Because the 13th District is heavily De¬ 
mocratic, the winner of the primary is like¬ 
ly to win in November’s general election. 

In Leno, we see someone who will work 
tirelessly for the needs of his district in the 
mold of the current holder of that seat, As¬ 
semblywoman Carole Migden. More im¬ 
portantly, Leno brings with him an impec¬ 
cable work ethic that will serve constituents 
well. 

In past editorials, we have discussed our 
concerns with rival candidate Harry Britt’s 
poor voting record while he was a supervi¬ 
sor. And we have noted that Leno is un¬ 
equivocal in his support for transgender is¬ 


sues, the hallmark of which was his success¬ 
ful battle to extend medical benefits - in¬ 
cluding surgery and hormones - to trans¬ 
gender city employees. (The latter became 
an issue when another paper shame¬ 
lessly called into question Leno’s 
commitment to legislation that 
would help transgenders achieve , 
equality.) While some Britt sup¬ 
porters have tried to dismiss his 
past voting record - or lack of one - 
we firmly stand behind the basic premise 
that an elected official cannot effect leg¬ 
islative change if he doesn’t 
show up to vote. 

That said, Leno’s record 
since becoming a supervisor 
has shown that he not only attends meetings 
and casts votes, but that he also works hard 
at attempting to push the envelope on any 
number of issues, sometimes with short¬ 
lived results or knowing that he won’t win 
the battle. For example, Leno worked with 
one of the most progressive supervisors on 
the board, Chris Daly, in persuading the 
local Salvation Army chapter to extend ben¬ 
efits to domestic partners of its employees. 


While the local branch was quickly over¬ 
ruled by its national headquarters, Leno and 
Daly nevertheless brought the issue to the 
public’s attention just as the holiday season 
was under way, realizing that people would 
soon be seeing the familiar Army bell¬ 
ringers on the street. 

Another prime example is Leno’s 
persistence in getting the American 
Red Cross to modify or lift its ban on 
HIV-negative gay men donating 
blood. While that effort has so far 
k been unsuccessful, it, too, shows 
Leno’s willingness to push for 
more than something that he 
knows will be approved or 
adopted, as some of his critics 

charge. 

Mark Leno will be an assemblyman for 
all of his district, as his work on energy, the 
environment, health, and other issues has 
proven over the years. He will be accessible 
to his constituents, and he will work on the 
front-lines to make state policies equal for 
all. 

On March 5, vote for Mark Leno for As¬ 
sembly.

STATE PROPOSITIONS 


Proposition 40: YES 

Clean water, clean air, safe neighborhood 
parks, and coastal protection. 

This bond issue would allow the state to 
purchase land and make capital improve¬ 
ments along our coastal front. It would also 
make money available for our cities to im¬ 
prove neighborhoods and urban area parks, 
making them safe and more pleasant. 
Money would also be available to help cut 
back on smog and pollution due to gas and 
diesel emissions. We urge a YES vote. 

Proposition 41: YES 

Voting Modernization Act of 2002. 

This measure was placed on the ballot 
by our own Kevin Shelley. It is an issue 
whose time is overdue. Punch ballots and 
their chads are an archaic form of voting. 
Just look at Florida. Many California com¬ 
munities are still using them. The modest 
bond issue would make money available so 
that communities could replace many old- 
fashioned ways of voting. Vote YES on 
Prop. 41. 


Proposition 42: NO 

Transportation Funding 

This Republican-backed mandate would 
lock the state’s gasoline sales tax into trans¬ 
portation uses only, effectively cutting off 
funds from a portion of these taxes now used 
for schools and other needed social services. 
It would lock the gas taxes into a constitu¬ 
tional amendment that decrees that all the 
money be used for transportation and high¬ 
way improvement only. Vote NO on Prop. 42. 

Proposition 43: YES 

Right to Have Vote Counted 

This is a constitutional amendment that is 
basically an outcome of the Florida debacle of 
2000 following the disputed presidential elec¬ 
tion. We don’t know what will happen in the 
future, but this issue is endorsed by Common 
Cause and we would like to back them up 
with an urging to vote YES on Prop. 43. 

Proposition 44: YES 

Chiropractors Unprofessional Conduct 
Most of the chiropractors we know are 
honest, hard-working men and women. 
There are some who are not. Some of them 
practice insurance scams. This costs us all 
higher premiums in workmen’s compensa¬ 
tion as well as other insurance hikes because 
of these scam artists. This would force the 
licensing board to pull licenses to practice 
from these unscrupulous practitioners. This 
issue is backed by state Senator Jackie Speier 
and we agree with her. We urge a YES vote 
on Prop. 44. 

Proposition 45: YES 

Extending Legislative Term Limits 

We have always opposed term limits for 
political officeholders. While this measure 
does not overturn them, it is a step in the 
right direction. It would extend the terms of 
office for four (4) more years (two terms for 
assemblymembers and one more term for 
state senators). Voter signatures are required 
to petition the Secretary of State (20 percent 
of the voters in the last election) to allow a 
legislator to run again for his or her office. 
We urge a YES vote on Prop. 45. 


SAN FRANCISCO PROPOSITIONS 


Proposition A: NO 

Instant Runoff 

We should try to fix the whole election 
process before we try something confusing 
like this. The whole election system is flawed. 
We should take some clues from our Euro¬ 
pean friends and vote on weekends, or fine 
people who don’t exercise their right to vote. 

Proposition B: YES 

Cost of Living Benefits 

This proposition closes up some of the 
loopholes in the current retirement system; it 


will not require any more money from taxpay¬ 
ers for up to 20 years from now, if even then. 
This is a fair ballot measure. Vote YES on B. 

Proposition C: YES 

Non U.S. Citizens Commission Participation 
The only part of this measure we don’t 
like is the unlikely possibility of having 
commissioners who are not San Francisco 
residents serving on city boards or commis¬ 
sions; but, we firmly believe that non-U.S. 
citizens have a right to serve on these boards 
and commissions. What with our large pop¬ 
ulation of non-U.S. citizens in San Francis¬ 
co, they certainly should have the right to 
help guide these civic boards or commis¬ 
sions. This measure has broad community 
support. Vote YES on C. 

Proposition D: NO 

Appointment to the Planning Board and the 
Appeals Board 

This is just another power grab by the 
current Board of Supervisors to undermine 
the current mayor’s authority. Why cut the 
authority of future mayors by a charter 
change at this time? We just voted for a new 
city charter and all issues were discussed ad 
nauseam. Don’t give the factionalized Board 
of Supervisors any more authority they don’t 
deserve and have not earned. We urge you to 
leave the status quo. Vote NO on Prop. D. 

Proposition E: YES 

Domestic Partner Benefits 

City workers who retired prior to 1995 
do not have domestic partner benefits; those 
who retired after 1995 do. If workers can es¬ 
tablish a domestic partnership for at least 
one (1) year prior to retiring, they can get 
survival benefits. This benefit would not 
cost the city any more money according to 
the City Comptroller. It’s only fair. Vote YES 
on Prop. E. 

Proposition F: NO 

City Oversight of Bond Expenditures 

Just what the City Treasurer doesn’t need 
is a group of people bugging her over the 
city’s myriad bond offerings. If the school 
board had been doing its job, the school 
bond debacle would not have happened. We 
have had no major problems in any other 
bond issuances in the past. We don’t need an¬ 
other committee overlooking those already 
in place to see that bond money is spent 
wisely and prudently. Vote NO on Prop. F. 

Proposition G: YES 

Outdoor Commercial Advertising 

This ballot amendment would ban the 
building of any more billboards in the city. 
There are over 1,000 billboards in the city 
now, which is more than enough. This 
proposition would only stop the building of 
additional billboards within the city limits. 
We urge a YES vote on Prop. G. 
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‘Major coup’ for marshal 

What an enormous thrill it was to read that Sir Ian 
McKellen will be the celebrity grand marshal of this 
year’s Pride Parade [“SF Pride nabs Ian McKellen for 
parade,” February 14]. This is a major coup, and San 
Francisco should be very proud to have him grace our 
Pride celebration. He is a wonderful actor and a great 
role model for all of us. He richly deserves the Oscar 
nomination for his outstanding performance in The 
Lord of the Rings: The Fellowship of the Ring, but win, 
lose, or draw on the award itself, it will be wonderful 
to see him and cheer him as our parade moves up 
Market Street.

Former Falcon ‘star’ speaks out 

Having read letters critical of the use of Chuck 
Holmes’s name for the new LGBT Community Cen¬ 
ter, I’m disgusted.

As an early “star” of Falcon videos (Dean Chas- 
son), I’m still here and proud to say that those initial 
profits from my work were used by Chuck Holmes to 
create (20 years later) the largest, most profitable gay 
porno business today. While others jerked it off, blew 
it off, or pissed it off in a bar, Chuck was a sober busi¬ 
nessman in the best sense. He applied himself in a dif¬ 
ficult (hard?) business to become #1 and he used his 
wealth philanthropically to advance not only gay but 
other worthy causes. I celebrate his life and memory, 
as we all accept his gifts, and am glad he is honored. 
After the early bloom of “flower power” wilted and 
“free love” faded, the early 1970s was a time when gay 
culture coalesced on the West Coast. Gay porno was 
an important part in the emergence of gay cul¬ 
ture in San Francisco. “Undignified”? Not 
I Chuck Holmes. 

I remember Chuck fondly as he and his 
friend, Jack Default, used to breakfast reg¬ 
ularly at Bob’s on Polk Street. He was 
friendly, businesslike, and personified 
dignity in his own life. He made a suc¬ 
cessful financial empire and used it to 
benefit others. I’m proud of him and 
this honor, and I’m glad that I was part 
of his early success. Two of my videos (shot in “super 
8”) are still best sellers for Falcon Studios. I would also 
like to honor another “undignified” gay businessman 
(now dead), J. Brian, who ran an honest call boy ser¬ 
vice out of 814 Mason Street. He made porno, too. I 
should know. 

I can’t imagine anyone who ever knew these two 
people having anything but praise and kind words for 
them. They played a role in the gay renaissance that 
began in the early 1970s. That Chuck Holmes should 
have lived long enough and, through his business, 
made such a success that he was able to be a major 
philanthropist to the gay community is to be com¬ 
mended. Business can make a difference, too. To call 
the “fruits” of gay porno which benefit so many 
“undignified” and “unworthy” is just plain prudish.

Youth need to be involved 

I am a contract administrator for Ryan White Title 
I in Fort Lauderdale and a gay man living with HIV. I 
read the column by Ned Howey “Without youth voice 
in AIDS fight, ideas won’t be heard” [Generation Q, 
January 17]. I agree completely with everything that 
Mr. Howey said, but there was something of urgent 
concern missing from the column - ideas of how to 
get youth involved in the struggle. Strategies of how to 
reach out to youth - especially gay and minority 
youth - to get them to understand that this is their 
fight as well. And that they are in as much or more 
danger than those of us who lived through the 1970s 
and 1980s. 

In this area of southeast Florida, we have great dif¬ 
ficulty engaging youth. Less than 1 percent of the 
Ryan White Title I services go to youth when the na¬ 
tional figures of infection rates run 4 percent to 6 
among them. And since this area consistently outdoes 
the national averages in HIV, I cannot believe for one 
minute that we have suddenly found a way to lower 
the infection rate among our youth - who we cannot 
even reach. Does Mr. Howey have any suggestions on 
how to do this?

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Prop. 45 results will 
affect SF mayor’s race

ith the March 5 primary 
less than two weeks away, 
few are likely thinking of 
the 2003 San Francisco mayoral 
contest. But one of the issues to be 
decided in the upcoming election 
will likely have a huge effect on 
who San Franciscans elect to re¬ 
place termed-out Mayor Willie 
Brown in November of next year. 

Proposition 45 would allow 
state lawmakers who would other¬ 
wise be leaving under term limits 
an extra four years in office. This 
could determine whether state Sen¬ 
ator John Burton would be spend-

ing another term in Sacramento or 
whether he comes back to San 
Francisco to run for mayor. Bur¬ 
ton’s current term doesn’t expire 
until the end of 2004 but many ex¬ 
pect him to run for mayor in the 
event that Proposition 45, which he 
supports, fails on March 5. 

Supervisors Gavin Newsom 
and Tom Ammiano are currently 
considered the top two candidates 
to replace Brown next year. To be 
sure, however, there are numerous 
others being mentioned for 
mayor, including former Supervi¬ 
sors Angela Alioto and Barbara 
Kaufman, former City Attorney 
Louise Renne, businessman 
Clint Reilly, former Mayor Art 
Agnos, Police Chief Fred Lau, 
and possibly one or two of the 
other supervisors. Should Propo¬ 
sition 45 lose on March 5 and 
Burton is forced to leave the state 
Senate at the end of his current 
term, however, Burton becomes 
the 800-pound gorilla in the next 
mayor’s race. Newsom, considered 
to be the current front-runner for 
mayor, has already publicly stated 
he would not run for mayor if 
Burton, an old family friend, were 
to enter the race. “I would not run 
against John Burton,” Newsom 
said flatly. 

Current polls are mixed about 
the fate of Proposition 45, but 
under the plan, a lawmaker about 
to be termed out could be placed 
back on the ballot by obtaining 
signatures from the number of 
registered voters equal to 20 per¬ 
cent of voters in the district who 
cast ballots in the previous elec¬ 
tion. Candidates in either the state 
Senate or Assembly could then 
serve up to an additional four 
years. Supporters of Proposition 
45 say the measure would lead to 
more efficient government by re¬ 
taining experienced lawmakers 
and providing more continuity in 
the Legislature. Opponents claim 
Proposition 45 is a scam designed 
to keep the most powerful law¬ 


makers in office and special inter¬ 
ests in control in Sacramento. 

While lawmakers from both 
the Democratic and Republican 
parties endorse Proposition 45, 
the Democratic Party has so far 
been the largest single contributor 
with nearly $3 million. Governor 
Gray Davis has not taken a posi¬ 
tion on Proposition 45, though 
the three major GOP gubernator¬ 
ial candidates all oppose the plan. 
The Yes on 45 campaign has also 
picked up bipartisan statewide 
support from groups like the 
League of Women Voters, 
the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, and the California 
Correctional Peace Offi¬ 
cers Association. 

While many of his 
political allies are pri¬ 
vately predicting that 
Burton would 
indeed become 
a mayoral can¬ 
didate if 
Proposition 45 fails, the senator 
himself has neither confirmed nor 
denied the rumor. Burton did 
mention to reporters in Sacra¬ 
mento recently, however, that if he 
is forced from his state Senate po¬ 
sition at the end of his current 
term, he would likely be replaced 
by San Francisco Mayor Willie 
Brown - who, as the long-reigning 
Assembly speaker, was the prima¬ 
ry target of the original term limit 
law. Some political observers in 
San Francisco aren’t so sure that 
Brown would have an easy time 
getting elected to the state Senate, 
however, since it includes not only 
San Francisco, but all of Marin 
and part of Sonoma counties. 
Proposition 45 is, in my opinion, a 
good idea and is a start to the end 
of the mindless term limit law that 
was passed 10 years ago. 

Politics and people 

Speaking of the March 5 pri¬ 
mary, Supervisor Mark Leno has 
the endorsements of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Officers Association, 
the S.F. Deputy Sheriff’s Associa¬ 
tion, and the San Francisco Fire¬ 
fighters Association; endorse¬ 
ments a candidate for any office 
would cherish. 

A reader from Berkeley writes 
that she wishes she lived in San 
Francisco, “So I could vote for Mark 
Leno.” Well, you gotta know Karen, 
that you’ve got a candidate in the 
14th Assembly District that I’d be 
voting for if I lived there - Loni 
Hancock; she’s one of the best. 

Paul McConnell, the young 
Democrat running against Repre¬ 
sentative Nancy Pelosi for the 
District 8 Congressional District, 
has got to know he doesn’t have a 
prayer against the popular Pelosi, 
but the guy is working hard and 
has some interesting campaign lit¬ 
erature. 

And this is strictly a personal 
endorsement (not necessarily the 
one of this paper) but in the race 
for Superior Court Judge #3, I’m 
voting for Deputy City Attorney 
Sean Connolly, and urge you to 
do likewise. 

Some of those political prog¬ 
nosticators watching the GOP gu¬ 
bernatorial contest are privately 
predicting that financier William 
E. Simon could pull an upset and 
beat Richard Riordan in that 
contest on March 5. 

Meanwhile, state Democratic 
candidates who deserve our sup¬ 
port include Kevin Shelley for 
secretary of state, Steve Westly 


for controller, and John Gara- 
mendi for insurance commission¬ 
er. 

But in San Francisco’s local 
races where Mark Leno should 
end up the winner to replace 
termed-out Assemblywoman Ca¬ 
role Migden in the 13th Assem¬ 
bly District, you should also keep 
an eye on the vote total that 
Richard Hongisto gets in the as¬ 
sessor race as well as how school 
board member Dan Kelly does in 
his 12th Assembly District Demo¬ 
cratic contest against the 
favored Leland Yee 
(an upset could be in 
the cards there, too). 

Democratic Sena¬ 
tors Tom Daschle 
(South Dakota), 
John Edwards (North 
Carolina), and John 
Kerry (Massa¬ 
chusetts) - all 
possible 2004 
presidential 
candidates - were in Los Angeles 
this past weekend making speech¬ 
es to the California Democratic 
Party convention, but Governor 
Davis was clearly the star of the 
three-day Demo confab, which 
also, incidentally, endorsed San 
Francisco Assemblyman Kevin 
Shelley over his two opponents for 
the party nomination in the 
March 5 primary. 

After months of pretending he 
would avoid head-on partisan at¬ 
tacks on individual Democrats, 
and after campaigning for presi¬ 
dent on a repeated promise of 
moderating the “partisan tone in 
Washington,” and further, after 
having seemingly tried to cultivate 
bipartisan support after the ter¬ 
rorist attacks of September 11, 
President George W. Bush has 
now given strong notice that he is 
ready to return to the rough-and- 
tumble world of partisan politics. 
Bush has taken a starring role in a 
new television advertisement paid 
for by the GOP National Com¬ 
mittee running in states attacking 
five Democratic incumbent sena¬ 
tors who voted against his eco¬ 
nomic stimulus package but who 
otherwise voted with the admin¬ 
istration 71 percent of the time. 
The ads are directed at Democra¬ 
tic Senators Max Baucus (Mon¬ 
tana), Jean Carnahan (Mis¬ 
souri), Tom Harkin (Iowa), Tim 
Johnson (South Dakota), and 
Paul Wellstone (Minnesota). 
Dubya apparently feels that “pa¬ 
triotic bipartisanship” only applies 
when it works in the favor of him¬ 
self and his political guru, Karl 
Rove. 

Meanwhile, the national press 
is having a field day with all those 
personal letters, notes, and e-mails 
that Bush has shared over the past 
few years with Kenneth “Kenny 
Boy” Lay, the former Enron chair¬ 
man, who Bush now coolly refers 
to as “Mr. Lay.” 

In Missoula, Montana, more 
than 700 people turned out last 
week to show support for two les¬ 
bians whose home was gutted by 
fire several days after they became 
lead plaintiffs in a discrimination 
lawsuit against the University of 
Montana seeking health benefits 
for gay partners of university em¬ 
ployees. Someone apparently 
broke into the home of the pro¬ 
fessor, Carla Grayson, her part¬ 
ner, Adrian Neff, and their infant 
son at 3 a.m., doused the floor 
with gasoline, and set if afire, ac-

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Politically transgendered

■ never thought when I was a 
young transgendered-woman- 
in-denial that.I would some¬ 
day be writing about the place of 
the transgendered in politics. It 
was still unfathomable a decade 
ago, as the nascent transgender 
community attempted to carve 
out at least some small voice for 
itself. 

Yet, here I am, as the March 
primaries loom, seriously dis¬ 
cussing issues worth the ear of 
transgendered voters. 

At least one thing has gotten 
more than its share of press cov¬ 
erage, and this is San Francisco 
Supervisor Mark Leno’s stance on 
transgenderism, and what he will 
or will not do when he gets to 
Sacramento. It’s a non-issue, in 
my own opinion; the sort of thing 
that gets brandished during a 
tightly contested political race. 

As was mentioned in last 
week’s Bay Area Reporter , I did 
indeed go directly to the 
source when a certain local 
newspaper published its 
endorsement for his op¬ 
ponent. I already knew 
what I would get in re¬ 
turn, having 
previously spo¬ 
ken to Supervi¬ 
sor Leno about 
the needs of transgendered people 
in California, and having seen him 
hard at work fighting for trans¬ 
gender civil rights. 

Now I must point out that 
while I certainly hope that folks 
will go to the polls and cast a bal¬ 
lot for Supervisor Leno, I have also 
spoken with his opponent, Harry 
Britt, on the needs of transgen¬ 
dered people. After that discus¬ 
sion, and talks with some of his 
transgender supporters, I feel that 
- no matter who wins - the needs 
of the transgendered community 
will be furthered in the state As¬ 
sembly courtesy of one of these 
two men. The only real difference 
will be in their tactics. 

This is remarkable to me: I 
never expected to see a day where 
transgender civil rights would be 
a campaign issue worthy of so 
much time and energy. Nor did I 
expect to see the nature of how 
one will support transgendered 
people be the core of the issue. 

I also never expected to see 
transgendered people running for 
office. There are very few places 
out there where one can find 
transpeople in the political arena. 
As I write this, I can think of very 
few outside of the local area, in¬ 
cluding Georgina Beyer in New 
Zealand, as well as some very 
courageous hijra politicians in 
India. 

As I have mentioned previous¬ 
ly, we do have a candidate in the 
primary election who is transgen¬ 


dered: Theresa 

Sparks. Sparks is 
running for a seat 
bn the Democratic 
County Central 
Committee in the 
13th Assembly 
District. While she 
is far from the first 
transgendered per¬ 
son to run for of¬ 
fice in San Francis¬ 
co - or all of Cali¬ 
fornia - a victory 
will find her be¬ 
coming the first 
transgendered per¬ 
son elected to any 
office in either the 
city or state. 

I think Sparks 
is used to firsts. 

She recently be¬ 
came one of the 
first transgender 
chairs or presi¬ 
dents of any De¬ 
mocratic club in 

the United States, courtesy 
of the Alice B. Toklas Les¬ 
bian Gay Bisexual Trans¬ 
gender Democratic Club. 
Before that, she became 
the first transgendered 
human rights commission¬ 
er in San Fran¬ 
cisco, where she 
sits as chair of 
the HRC Issues 
Committee and as vice chair of 
the LGBT Advisory Committee. 

She has also discovered the 
downside of being first, after 
being shunned by a pair of orga¬ 
nizations while attempting to gain 
endorsements. She was ignored by 
the Democratic Women’s Forum, 
and had to face some painful dif¬ 
ficulties with the National 
Women’s Political Caucus. 

In the latter case, during an in¬ 
terview with the president of the 
local NWPC, she was informed 
that the organization “only en¬ 
dorses women” - the obvious in¬ 
ference being that Ms. Sparks is 
not a woman to this caucus. 

I certainly hope that the 
NWPC will take a second look at 
this, and realize that Sparks is 
most certainly a woman, and one 
who deserves its endorsement. If 
not that, maybe NWPC members 
can learn and grow through this 
process, and make an attempt at 
unbiased endorsements in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Before I close this missive - 
and to get away from this messy 
business with the NWPC -1 want 
to draw attention to the gover¬ 
nor’s race. A regular reader echoed 
my sentiments on this earlier this 
week, saying, “I’ll vote for Gover¬ 
nor Davis in November, yet I’ll 
vote against him in the March pri¬ 
mary.” I have to agree wholeheart¬ 
edly. While I do not picture 
Richard Riordan being any friend 
to the transgendered community, 


Gray Davis has a poor record 
when it comes to transgender 
needs. 

That is an understatement: he 
has gone out of his way to oppose 
legislation designed to help 
transgendered individuals. Some 
have mentioned that it was all a 
product of tradeoffs - he could¬ 
n’t very well sign a bill allowing 
for fair employment and housing 
for transgendered people in Cal¬ 
ifornia while also signing legisla¬ 
tion on domestic partner bene¬ 
fits. Davis plays to the middle, 
and putting too much energy 
into the needs of the GLBT com¬ 
munity would pull him away 
from his otherwise moderate 
stance. Because of this, I’ll find 
myself checking the ballot for 
one of his Democratic opponents 
this March, while selecting him in 
November simply because 1 
would not want Riordan having a 
say over myself and others like 
me. 

I can take heart, though, that I 
can look at candidates such as 
Leno, Britt, and Sparks, and actu¬ 
ally have a chance to choose a can¬ 
didate based on something other 
than that “lesser of two evils” 
stance, while enjoying a time 
where the needs of transgendered 
people become something worthy 
of serious political discussion. 

And who knows, perhaps there 
are still surprises to be had in the 
political arena. Maybe seeing a 
transgendered person make a se¬ 
rious bid at higher office isn’t that 
far off after all. ▼

Drawing their 
firearms, the officers ordered the 
man to stop. 

“Okay, okay,” the man yelled to 
officers as he climbed down from 
the fire escape. “Wait, wait.” Sud¬ 
denly the man turned and kicked 
in a fire door, escaping into a hall¬ 
way. Several officers climbed up 
the fire escape and chased after the 
suspect but lost him inside the 
building. Other officers respond¬ 
ed to the scene, and a perimeter 
was established outside the apart¬ 
ment complex. About an hour 


later, officers were approached by 
a woman who said the man they 
were looking for had been inside 
her apartment. The woman told 
officers she was awakened by a 
noise, looked up, and saw a man 
standing next to her bed. The in¬ 
truder told her not to scream, that 
he was just “passing through.” The 
burglar stayed in her apartment 
for about an hour while he waited 
for police to leave. During that 
time, he told the woman that his 
name was Kevin, that he lived in 
Oakland, was afraid to go back to 
jail, and among other things, was a 
Virgo. 

Tired of waiting, the alleged 
burglar made a phone call from 
the woman’s phone and then told 
her to walk out with him. When 
they reached the front door, the 
suspect saw several police officers 
and ran back into the building. 
The woman ran to a police officer 
outside and told him what hap¬ 
pened. 

Police searched the woman’s 
apartment as well as the rest of the 
building, but the suspect - de¬ 
scribed as African American,’25- 
30 years old, 6 feet tall, 200 
pounds, and wearing a black 
denim shirt over a white T-shirt, 
blue jeans, and a gold chain 
around his neck - was nowhere to 
be found. Several fingerprints, 
however, were lifted from inside 
the woman’s apartment. The man, 
who eluded police and is still out¬ 
standing, is wanted for burglary 
and delaying arrest. ▼

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an 8 percent seroprevalance rate. 
These services cost approximately 
$7,500 per month to deliver, or 
$60,000 for the eight months 
from November 1,2001 to July 1, 
2002 . 

The integrated prevention pro¬ 
gram was previously funded in 
part by state funds through sepa¬ 
rate contracts, including a testing 
contract that funded $31,150. It 
also received a funding augmenta¬ 
tion from the city’s Department of 
Public Health AIDS Office’s pre¬ 
vention division of approximate¬ 
ly $30,000 that allowed TARC to 
continue to administer the pro¬ 
gram through the first half of 
2001. While the state-funded con¬ 
tract was renewed in the amount 
of $31,150, the agency learned it 
could not apply for additional 
funds to continue the services 
until July 2002. 

At the same time, TARC 
learned the funding source for the 
new prevention contract would 
shift from Center for Disease 
Control and Prevention funds, 


which would have begun in Janu¬ 
ary of 2002, to general funds, be¬ 
ginning in July 2002. The combi¬ 
nation of those factors led to the 
$45,000 budget shortfall for 
TARC’s HIV antibody testing and 
counseling services. 

“Without sufficient funding, 
we will be forced to lay off pre¬ 
vention staff responsible for con¬ 
ducting HIV antibody testing and 
counseling, as well as individual 
risk reduction counseling and 
outreach,” wrote TARC’s interim 
executive director Tom Calvanese 
in a January 14 appeal to the com¬ 
munity. “It is essential that we 
continue to provide life-saving 
prevention education and tools to 
the residents of the Tenderloin 
who are at high risk for contract¬ 
ing HIV, particularly the African 
American men we have been so 
successful in reaching.” 

According to the letter, the 
agency managed to cover the cost 
of providing the testing services in 
November and December last year 
only through an internal budget 
revision. Also, Harkin said the 
agency is making due without a 
receptionist, assigning other em¬ 
ployees to cover the position. 


Despite the financial tango, the 
agency has yet to suspend its test¬ 
ing programs, though Harkin ad¬ 
mits that cannot continue without 
some funding. 

“We don’t want to lose the mo¬ 
mentum we have built. If we lose 
momentum then we most likely 
will have to build again that trust 
and rapport” Harkin said TARC 
has nurtured with its clients. “But 
it is not certain how long we can 
do that without getting a concrete 
offer from a prospective funder.” 

While the agency is working 
with DPH staff to find a possible 
solution, Harkin said the agency is 
still hopeful a donor will come 
forward due to the fact their do¬ 
nation will make an immediate 
impact. 

“With your support, we are 
confident that we can maintain 
our excellent track record in pro¬ 
viding services to the Tenderloin 
community. Please join us in 
fighting the AIDS epidemic in one 
of San Francisco’s hardest hit, 
highest risk and least visible 
neighborhoods,” Calvanese wrote.

Activist groups push for microbicides

M icrobicides could do for 
infection and women’s re¬ 
productive health what 
the pill did for conception 40 
years ago, in terms of putting 
power and control into the hands 
of women, said Lori Heise, direc¬ 
tor of the Global Campaign for 
Microbicides. “The original idea 
for this didn’t come from the halls 
of science, it came from the minds 
and the vision of women all over 
the world.” 

“Microbicides: HIV Preven¬ 
tion’s New Hope” was launched at 
a February 12 breakfast news con¬ 
ference at the National Press Club 
in Washington, D.C. 

The two-year project to push 
for development of microbicides 
is a coalition effort by women’s 
and AIDS groups around the 
world and is supported by the 
Rockefeller Foundation. 

A microbicide is any agent that 
can be applied like lubricant to the 
vagina, and ideally the rectum, to 
kill HIV, or to block or impede its 
ability to infect that person during 
sex. It may also protect against 
other sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases. 

Geeta Rao Gupta, president of 
the International Center for Re¬ 
search on Women, shared the sto¬ 
ries of two women in the develop¬ 
ing world. Mira is recently mar¬ 
ried to a long distance truck dri¬ 
ver in India, a profession that has 
a high rate of HIV infection 
through use of prostitutes. 

“She is afraid of becoming in-

fected with HIV and also is afraid 
that if she doesn’t conceive a child 
in their first year of marriage that 
she might face abandonment or 
worse,” said Gupta. “Should Mira 
have to choose between having a 
child or becoming infected?” 

Hope, a woman in Zimbabwe, 
has become concerned that her 
husband of 20 years might be 
HIV-positive. The last time she 
brought up the subject of using a 
condom, he beat her badly and ac¬ 
cused her of infidelity, Gupta said. 

Gupta said that women of all 


classes and countries are asking 
for a means to protect themselves 
“unobtrusively, perhaps without 
the active participation of their 
male partners. Something that al¬ 
lows skin to skin contact, which, 
as we know, is the central icon of 
intimacy.” 

The initiative is issuing a series 
of five reports over the next two 
weeks that deal with various as¬ 
pects of developing a microbicide 
that is safe, effective, and accessi¬ 
ble to women throughout the 
world. 
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One report is a public health 
model created by the London 
School of Tropical Health and Hy¬ 
giene. It shows that a product that 
is only 50 percent effective would 
prevent 2.5 million infections in 
just three years, averting $2.7 bil¬ 
lion in health care costs and $1 
billion in absenteeism and re¬ 
training costs in the workplace. 

The total cost of developing 
the first microbicide is estimated 
at $775 million over five years. 
Presently only $230 million is 
committed to the effort. 

“We have been supremely un- 
effective in getting large pharma¬ 
ceutical companies interested in 
this issue,” said Heise. “It is not in 
their economic interest” because 
the products will have to be inex¬ 
pensive to be affordable in the de¬ 
veloping world where HIV is run¬ 
ning rampant, she added. 

One goal of the initiative is to 
get the National Institutes of 
Health to double its current re¬ 
search commitment to $100 mil¬ 
lion a year. Foundation money 
would be another source of sup¬ 
port. Along with the Rockefeller 
Foundation, the Gates Founda¬ 
tion has made a substantial com¬ 
mitment in the area of microbi¬ 
cides. 

“The science is doable, we can 
see a first generation microbicide 


available within five years,” said 
Heise. More than 60 products are 
in development, though only a 
few have entered human trials. 
Most of them are only pennies per 
use, the big cost may well be in the 
applicators and packaging. 

She believes, “If the public sec¬ 
tor can get the first product out” 
and prove the concept, “then mar¬ 
ket forces will take over” and in¬ 
dustry will increasingly be inter¬ 
ested in developing improved sec¬ 
ond generation products. 

Gupta sees one market for mi¬ 
crobicides in the U.S. that paral¬ 
lels the developing world, where 
there are “imbalances of power” in 
abusive relationships, negotiating 
condom use is not possible, and 
the woman wants to try to protect 
herself from sexually transmitted 
diseases. 

Anne-Marie Corner is CEO of 
the small biotech company Biosyn 
that is developing four microbici¬ 
dal products with different mech¬ 
anisms of action. She said there is 
a population in the U.S. that 
would not use a microbicide un¬ 
less it was labeled as a contracep¬ 
tive. A product labeled only for 
disease prevention would imply 
questions of the partner’s sexual 
fidelity that many would find 
threatening to that relationship, 
she said. ▼ 


Study: Cocaine 
dramatically 
accelerates HIV

■gPhe traditional hit on most 
J recreational drugs is that 
they loosen inhibitions and 
may contribute to riskier sexual 
behavior, thus increasing the risk 
of becoming infected with HIV 
and other sexually transmitted 
diseases. 

Now comes evidence that co¬ 
caine dramatically accelerates the 
progression of HIV disease in 
those who already are infected 
with the virus. The work by Dr. 
Gayle Baldwin at the University of 
California at Los Angeles School 
of Medicine builds upon what 
doctors have observed in patients 
and offers the first proof in an an¬ 
imal model that cocaine truly does 
have this effect, even though the 
exact mechanism of how this oc¬ 
curs has yet to be determined. 

Baldwin’s work used genetical¬ 
ly altered mice that do not reject 
human blood cells. She found that 
cocaine doubled the number of 
blood cells that become infected 
with HIV, destroyed nine times 
the number of CD4 cells, and re¬ 
sulted in a viral load that was 200- 
fold higher than what was seen in 
mice that did not receive cocaine. 

“The cocaine increased HIV’s 
efficiency so dramatically that it 
nearly wiped out the CD4 T-cells,” 
she said. 

The researcher has been work¬ 
ing on how cocaine affects the im¬ 
mune system for more than a 
decade. She is not sure exactly 
how cocaine causes all of these 
things to happen but she is con¬ 
ducting additional studies to nail 
down that mechanism of action. 


One possibility is that cocaine 
upregulates CCR5 receptors, 
somehow moving greater num¬ 
bers of those molecules from the 
interior to the surface of the T- 
cells. CCR5 is the receptor that 
most forms of HIV use to gain 
entry to the cell - the more recep¬ 
tors on the surface, the greater the 
opportunity for one or many 
viruses to infect that cell. 

Researchers have learned that 
in the gut, where more T-cells are 
concentrated than anywhere else 
in the body, T-cells express greater 
numbers of CCR5 on their surface 
than they do when circulating 
throughout the rest of the body. It 
is unclear whether those receptors 
are upregulated by chemical sig¬ 
nalers present in the gut, or down- 
regulated by chemical signalers in 
the periphery. 

Baldwin said that the amount 
of cocaine the mice were given 
“was analogous to what a high- 
end crack cocaine smoker would 
use on a regular basis.” It is unclear 
whether less intense or less fre¬ 
quent use of cocaine would have a 
different effect; it may be like 
pregnancy where a little bit of ex¬ 
posure is sufficient and more ex¬ 
posure changes nothing. 

The bottom line, according to 
Jules Levin, executive director of 
the National AIDS Treatment Ad¬ 
vocacy Project, is, “if you have 
HIV, using illicit drugs can be bad 
for you.” While the real risk asso- 
■ciated with specific amounts of 
drug use has not yet been clearly 
defined, “this should serve as a 
cautionary note.” 

Baldwin’s study is being pub¬ 
lished in the March issue of The 
Journal of Infectious Diseases. ▼ 
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Florida prosecutors 
ponder death penalty 
in Ezerski case

g» lorida prosecutors are 
mulling over whether to seek 
the death penalty against 
Adam Ezerski, the 19-year-old 
man who allegedly killed and 
robbed a man in Fort Lauderdale 
last summer before heading to San 
Francisco. 

Ezerski’s attorney, Broward 
County Chief Assistant Public De¬ 
fender Bob Wills, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that prosecutors 
have already Filed first-degree 
murder charges. Wills noted that 
if the prosecution doesn’t opt for 
the death penalty, Ezerski still 
faces life in prison without the 
possibility of parole if convicted. 

In correspondence with the 
B.A.R., Ezerski seemed convinced 
that the state will seek the death 
penalty. 

“One thing I must say is that it 
is very upsetting to know that the 
state is seeking the death penalty,” 
he wrote. 

In an exclusive telephone inter¬ 
view with the B.A.R. days after he 
was arrested, Ezerski said that he 
killed Anthony Martilotto in a 
Fort Lauderdale hotel room in 
self-defense after Martilotto tried 


to rape him. Police believe the 39- 
year-old man had been strangled. 

Ezerski allegedly took some 
jewelry and money from Martilot¬ 
to before driving to San Francisco 
in Martilotto’s rented Ford Mus¬ 
tang. Police originally suspected 
Ezerski in the murder of another 
Florida man but they have since 
ruled him out in that case. 

After Ezerski allegedly attacked 
a man in San Francisco, he ran 
away to Reno with San Franciscan 
Troy Young. The pair checked into 
a Holiday Inn where they were ar¬ 
rested three days later. 

Young, 37, was on parole for a 
drug offense and was sent back to 
state prison. Young told the B.A.R. 
that he expects to be released in 
the spring. He’s maintained a cor¬ 
respondence with Ezerski and said 
that he remains convinced of his 
innocence. 

The Broward County prosecutor 
who is handling the case, Tony Loe, 
confirmed that he’s made no deci¬ 
sion about the death penalty. Loe 
told the B.A.R. that he wasn’t pre¬ 
pared to discuss whether Ezerski 
made inconsistent statements about 
his alleged killing of Martilotto. 

No trial date has been set. A 
preliminary hearing will likely be 
scheduled early this spring. ▼

Scouts’ anti-gay resolution 
could silence local opponents

N ow that the Boy Scouts of 
America has made its anti¬ 
gay stance official policy 
this month, local Scout leaders 
and activists fear it will silence all 
debate on the issue. 

The Scouts’ national executive 
board approved a resolution on 
February 6 that reaffirms its tradi¬ 
tional leadership standards, de¬ 
claring that homosexuals and 
atheists are unfit to serve as role 
models for Scouts. Although the 
Boy Scouts have had an unwritten 
policy concerning gays, this is the 
first time in its 92-year history that 
it has become an actual resolution. 

While the anti-gay position is 
no surprise since the United States 
Supreme Court ruled in 1999 that 
the Scouts could discriminate 
against gays, what dismays scout¬ 
ing activists is the national orga¬ 
nization’s decision that such a pol¬ 
icy cannot be subject to “local op¬ 
tion choices,” according to the res¬ 
olution. 

Activists argue the resolution 
came about in response to the 
many individual Scout councils 
that are calling for change within 
the organization. These councils 
were fighting to maintain their 
right to choose their own mem¬ 
bership and leadership, even if this 
included leaders and Scouts who 
happened to be gay. 

In Berkeley, just days after the 
national board voted on the resolu¬ 
tion, nearly 40 people, including 24 
Scouts, met to discuss how to pass a 
policy accepting of homosexuals 
within the Mount Diablo Silverado 
Council, which stretches from 
Richmond and Berkeley in Alame-

da County to Antioch and Walnut 
Creek in Contra Costa County. 

The meeting, scheduled prior 
to the national board’s decision, 
consisted of showing the movie 
Scout's Honor and discussion af¬ 
terward. 

“We were trying to figure out 
how to get the Mount Diablo re¬ 
gional group to take an official po¬ 
sition,” said Kriss Worthington, an 
openly gay Berkeley councilman 
who has been a vocal opponent of 
the Scouts’ anti-gay policy. “Until 
this week, I felt we were strongly 
moving in this direction.” 

But those fighting for a change 
in the anti-gay policy feel the new 
resolution strikes down local au¬ 
thority and autonomy and in ef¬ 
fect says that parents and volun¬ 
teers cannot be responsible for 
choosing the best leadership for 
their own children. 

“It is ironic that the BSA core 
value of respecting diversity is not 
practiced within the organization,” 
said Scott Cozza, president of 
Scouting for All. “And it is a shame 


that the BSA national office is turn¬ 
ing a deaf ear to its own members.” 

Scouting for All, along with its 
supporters, has struggled to enact 
change from within the organiza¬ 
tion and has been working with 
local councils that want to stand 
up to the national office. 

“It is no small thing to risk get¬ 
ting kicked out of an organization 
you love,” said Steven Cozza, 16- 
year-old co-founder of Scouting 
for All. “But denouncing bigotry 
and prejudice is really what the 
Scout Oath and Law are about. 
These councils recognized that 
and did the right thing.” 

Whether parents in the Mount 
Diablo Council can move forward 
with their plan to oppose the na¬ 
tional policy remains to be seen. 
Berkeley resident Lincoln Cushing, 
whose 11-year-old son is a mem¬ 
ber of Scout Troop 24, attended the 
Sunday meeting and has been 
working with other parents on de¬ 
veloping a course of action. 

“It is unclear what is going to 
happen,” said Cushing, who once 
marched in the Solano Stroll, an 
annual street festival, with a ban¬ 
ner reading “Berkeley Scout par¬ 
ents say no to homophobia.” 

Cushing said he fears taking a 
stand will result in the troop los¬ 
ing its accreditation. 

“Essentially, they have placed a 
gag order on Scout leaders from 
talking about this,” said Cushing. 
“It is really coming down as being 


intolerant and it is hard to live 
with that.” 

Scouting for All is determined to 
continue its fight to see the Scout 
policy on gays overturned. The or¬ 
ganization is asking the United Way 
to adhere to its anti-discrimination 
standards and requesting that public 
schools not allow the BSA to recruit 
in the schools. It has also requested 
President Bush step down as the 
honorary president of the BSA. 

“If the BSA wants to continue 
to symbolize bigotry let it do so, 
but without the support of Amer¬ 
icans and individual Scout coun¬ 
cils who oppose bigotry and dis¬ 
crimination,” said Scott Cozza. T

I n a significant victory for safe¬ 
ty in schools, the nation’s 
largest teachers’ union has ap¬ 
proved a resolution that address¬ 
es anti-gay harassment and abuse 
in America’s schools. 

On Friday, February 8, the Na¬ 
tional Education Association’s 
board of directors adopted a series 
of recommendations that encour¬ 
ages inclusive LGBT language in 
school anti-harassment policies 
and the development of educa¬ 
tional materials for classroom and 
community discussion. 

“It’s pretty stupendous,” said 
MK Cullen, policy director for the 
national office of Gay Lesbian 
Straight Education Network. 

The recommendations go be¬ 
yond the symbolic and are in fact 
the result of several months of 
work by a task force formed by the 
union in order to address the is¬ 
sues with depth, according to 
Cullen. 

“These comprehensive recom¬ 
mendations give teachers the train¬ 
ing and tools necessary to recognize 
and address LGBT harassment,” 
said Cullen. Some of the specific 
recommendations call for LGBT 
training to occur whenever there 
are union gatherings, as opposed to 


previously scheduled trainings that 
tended to attract only those teach¬ 
ers who were interested. 

Training teachers to know how 
to respond to anti-LGBT attitudes 
is half the battle, as recent GLSEN 
surveys have shown that 81 per¬ 
cent of the students who were ha¬ 
rassed said a teacher “never or sel¬ 
dom intervened,” while 23 percent 
of the victims heard derogatory 
remarks from teachers themselves. 
Overall, four out of five LGBT stu¬ 
dents reported verbal, sexual, or 
physical harassment in school. 

In addition to addressing sex¬ 
uality-based discrimination, the 
recommendations also call for ex¬ 
panding existing policies that in¬ 
clude “sexual orientation” to in¬ 
clude “gender identification,” a 
recognition of the unique issues 
faced by gender-variant students 
and teachers. 

“The National Education As¬ 
sociation has shown tremendous 
leadership, and we look forward 
to the full implementation of 
these life-saving recommenda¬ 
tions,” said Cullen, who expects 
that it will “take time” to fully im¬ 
plement all aspects of the recom¬ 
mendations. “These recommen¬ 
dations are also significant in that 
they will send a message that en¬ 
courages other organizations and 
policy makers to support safer 


schools for everyone.” 

Of course, many LGBT youth 
face issues even more serious than 
school harassment. Here in San 
Francisco, the San Francisco Gay 
Men’s Chorus and special guests 
will headline a benefit to assist 
youth who are facing homeless¬ 
ness, HIV/AIDS, addiction, dis¬ 
crimination, and limited access to 
education. 

The concert, entitled, “Tomor¬ 
row’s Child” takes place on Mon¬ 
day, February 25, at the Palace of 
Fine Arts. The show starts at 8 
p.m., and, in addition to the cho¬ 
rus, features Carol Channing, the 
Barbary Coast Cloggers, Wilson 
Cruz, Kim Kuzma, Allyson Larkin, 
Sharon. McNight, Richard Skip¬ 
per, and the cast of Tapestry. Tick¬ 
ets are $100 for a before-show re¬ 
ception and priority seating; $75 
for priority seating; and $50 for 
general seating. Donations above 
ticket prices are always welcome, 
and those who cannot attend are 
encouraged to donate so that a 
youth may attend. All guests are 
invited to a post-show reception 
with the artists. All proceeds will 
benefit the local GLSEN chapter, 
Larkin Street Youth Services, and 
Lavender Youth Recreation and 
Information Center.

Berkeley queer 
conference starts Fri.

T hose who have been won¬ 
dering about the recent flap 
over a male sexuality class at 
the University of California, 
Berkeley, need not worry that the 
controversy will interfere with this 
weekend’s Queer In All Directions 
conference, a gathering that will 
tackle everything from “Geek Sex” 
to student activism. 

(A male sexuality course at Cal 
was suspended this week after it 
was revealed that illicit class activ¬ 
ities took place. The class’s female 


counterpart is also under review, 
according to the Daily Californian 
newspaper.) 

Queer In All Directions is 
aimed at the campus crowd, but it 
may be of interest to anyone with 
an academia or theory fetish, and 
is open to “everyone, regardless of 
sexuality, race, ethnicity, or reli¬ 
gion,” said conference co-chair 
John Mendoza. 

This year’s 13th annual confer¬ 
ence, presented by the University 
of California Lesbian Gay Bisexu¬ 
al Transgender Intersex Associa¬ 
tion, runs from February 22-24 is 
expected to attract the largest at¬ 


tendance ever. 

Over 60 workshops will be of¬ 
fered, including an overview of 
university LGBT life in the last 
century; a presentation on right- 
wing gay politics; some how-to 
classes in queer immigration, safer 
oral sex, and addressing the needs 
of trarisgender youth; and orga¬ 
nizing around race, class, and gen¬ 
der issues. Politics, activism, 
health, sexuality, education, re¬ 
search, community-building, and 
the arts will all be explored, and 
conference headliners include 
keynote speaker Dr. Susan Stryk¬ 
er; author-activists Carol Queen 
and Patrick Califia-Rice; a teen- 
led panel on LGBT issues in pub¬ 
lic schools; and City Council 
members Kriss Worthington of 
Berkeley and Danny Wan of Oak¬ 
land. 

Today (Thursday, February 21) 
is the last day to register online to 
avoid a $10 jump in fees.

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‘Supermodel’ out of race

aving all the popularity in 
the country still cannot 
raise money for an election 
victory, or so learned Canada’s 
Enza “Supermodel” Anderson last 
month. 

The popular drag queen and 
political poll favorite to lead the 
right-wing Canadian Alliance 
Party officially withdrew from the 
race last month, citing a lack of 
funds. 

“Unless some sugar daddy 
comes along in the next few 
hours, then honey, I’m toast!” said 
Anderson at her official “pulling 
out.” 

It was last summer that Ander¬ 
son decided to vie for the spot in 
the party with the racist, classist, 
and homophobic reputation. She 
ran on a lefty platform of afford¬ 
able housing and LGBT and racial 
equality precisely to test the 
party’s claim of being inclusive. 

“If the Alliance thinks it’s a 
very open party, and it wants to 
break perceptions, it has to let me 
in to run for leader,” Anderson 
told the Bay Area Reporter in De¬ 
cember. 

The Alliance Party appeared to 


take notice of her candidacy, with 
its former leader Stockwell Day 
stating, “I’m just pleased that we 
continue, to attract people from 
across the spectrum. We’re very 
open, we’re very diverse.” 

It may have started as a joke, 
but Anderson’s race quickly be¬ 
came serious, with most media 
polls showing her as the top con¬ 
tender. 

But Anderson had trouble at¬ 
tracting monetary support from 
the progressive community that 
she intended to represent, and 
even her promise not to give any 
funds to the Alliance Party seemed 
to fall on deaf ears. 

“I really don’t want to lay any 
blame, but I have to tell you that 
getting people to sign up to be a 
member of the Canadian Alliance 
was like ripping pantyhose. Hands 
up - those of you who know how 
to rip pantyhose,” said Anderson 
as she withdrew. “People would 
say, ‘Enza, I want to support you 
but I just cannot bring myself to 
join the Alliance Party because 
they really freak me out.’ That, 
ladies and gentlemen, was the 
biggest stumbling block I encoun¬ 
tered and I really believe that the 
lack of support for my nomina¬ 
tion bid is a scathing indictment 


on the Canadian Alliance for their 
racist, bigoted, and homophobic 
views.” 

All was not lost, however, as a 
significant portion of the $7,000 
raised for the campaign will now 
go to deserving charities. Ander¬ 
son already presented a check for 
$700 to Canada’s lesbian, gay, and 
bisexual youth line, a hotline set 
up to help queer youth across On¬ 
tario. 

Also noteworthy, said Ander¬ 
son, was her campaign’s ability to 
draw attention to the Alliance 
Party’s bigoted positions on is¬ 
sues. 

“Who would have thought 
that a drag queen would have the 
balls to speak in front of 400 
staunch Canadian Alliance mem¬ 
bers in Chatham, Ontario? To 
hold them accountable for their 
past sins of racism, bigotry, and 
homophobia? Probably very few, 
yet dozens of these people came 
up to me afterwards to congratu¬ 
late me and say, ‘This was what 
the Canadian Alliance Party real¬ 
ly needed to hear.’ 

“Folks, this has been an incred¬ 
ible ride,” concluded Anderson, 
“and I truly believe that I’ve al¬ 
ready made a big difference in 
Canadian politics.” T 



Alabama judge rules lesbian unfit parent

Southern California 
11 woman was denied custody 
mm of her children on Friday, 
February 15 when an Alabama 
judge pronounced her inherently 
evil because she is a lesbian. 

The case was brought by an 
unnamed plaintiff who charged 
that her ex-husband, who resides 
in Alabama and has had custody 
of their three teenagers since 
1996, was abusive. 

In denying the mother cus¬ 
tody, Chief Justice Roy Moore of 


the Alabama Supreme Court, al¬ 
ready infamous for placing large 
monuments of the Ten Com¬ 
mandments in the judicial build¬ 
ing last year, said homosexuality 
is “abhorrent, immoral, de¬ 
testable, a crime against nature, 
and a violation of the laws of na¬ 
ture.” Moore also quoted from the 
scripture throughout the trial. 

Gay rights group were en¬ 
raged after the decision and 
many activists and politicians on 
Tuesday, February 19 called for 
Moore to step down from the 
bench. 

“Chief Justice Moore has de¬ 


creed that his personal religious 
beliefs will now be the law of the 
land in Alabama. This violates 
the constitutional mandate of 
separation of church and state, 
and it renders him unfit to serve 
as a judge,” Lorri Jean, executive 
director of the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force, told re¬ 
porters. 

Fittingly, this week marks the 
third anniversary of the brutal 
murder of Alabama’s Billy Jack 
Gaither, who was beaten to death 
and then set on fire by two men 
who claimed he made homosex¬ 
ual advances toward them. ▼

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The Dobbs letter blows it

R ecently, Michael Petrelis 
and ACT UP/San Francisco 
member David Pasquarelli 
found themselves in jail facing 
multiple charges. A number of in¬ 
dividuals have signed onto a “Let¬ 
ter of Concern” authored by a gay 
activist named Bill Dobbs. 

The Dobbs “letter of concern,” 
co-signed almost exclusively by 
individuals outside of California, 
begins with an inexact warning: 
“JAILED ACTIVISTS: WAR¬ 
TIME STANDARDS NOW 
THREATEN NON-VIOLENT 
DIRECT ACTION ON AIDS.” 
This flawed header not only pre¬ 
sumes the defendants are being 
overcharged in a post-9/11 atmos¬ 
phere, but also that their actions 
were non-violent, and that the 
prosecution is an attempt to muz¬ 
zle free speech. 

However, after attending the 
preliminary hearing over many 
days, researching the charges, and 
hearing numerous recorded mes¬ 
sages left by the pair, this dire ad¬ 
monishment and much of the re¬ 
maining rhetoric of those who 
support the two defendants ig¬ 
nores the essential facts of the 
case. Far less about a right-wing 
threat to non-violent activism, 
this case more accurately resem¬ 
bles a calculated campaign of 
menacing threats that have land¬ 
ed Pasquarelli and Petrelis exactly 
where they should be. (Both men 
have entered not-guilty pleas to 
the charges.) 


To begin, San Francisco Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Terence Hallinan 
hasn’t “dusted off the books” as 
Dobbs’s rhetoric alleges. Nor has 
Hallinan overcharged the two. 
The number of charges (what they 
allegedly did) multiplied by the 
number of counts (how often they 
allegedly did it) while numerous, 
simply reflects the facts of this 
case. That the number of counts is 
many has more to do with 
what the two did than 
how the district attor¬ 
ney decided to pros¬ 
ecute the case. 

The limited evi¬ 
dence presented so far 
suggests that both defen¬ 
dants engaged in a sus¬ 
tained and esca¬ 
lating scheme of 
harassment and 
intimidation 
against reporters they disagreed 
with, researchers, city officials, and 
the innocent family members of 
these people. The charges filed in¬ 
clude: violating a protective order, 
making obscene phone calls, dis¬ 
turbing the peace, unlawful as¬ 
sembly, stalking, riot, conspiracy, 
and making criminal threats. 
(Pasquarelli has been charged in a 
separate but related case alleging 
much the same criminal activity 
directed toward University of Cal¬ 
ifornia, San Francisco workers and 
will be tried later on those 
charges, to which he also has 
pleaded not guilty.) 

Based on the recordings I have 
heard during the preliminary 
hearing, these charges are fully 
supportable. The recordings 


played at the preliminary hearing 
include haunting language de¬ 
signed to deliver numerous chill¬ 
ing threats (“your days are num¬ 
bered,” “if there’s one more word 
[from you], you’re finished - for¬ 
ever,” “you and your little dog bet¬ 
ter wake up ... if you want to con¬ 
tinue to walk the streets,” etc.). 
The final recording played in 
court delivers an ultimatum - do 
as we say or the threatening early 
morning calls will continue - 
and seems more worthy of 
a rank extortionist than 
an AIDS activist. Far 
from a simple “tele¬ 
phone zap” as some 
have argued, these ac¬ 
tions were part of a re¬ 
pugnant cam¬ 
paign of terror 
no activist I 
would respect 
would be associated with. 

Violating an in-place protec¬ 
tive order, making obscene calls, 
and disturbing the peace seem ev¬ 
ident based on the facts. Conspir¬ 
acy is two or more persons acting 
in concert, certainly not a reach in 
this case. Unlawful assembly is 
two or more persons assembling 
to do an unlawful act or a lawful 
act in a boisterous manner, sup¬ 
portable, I suppose, if the pair 
came together to make these calls. 
Riot can be sustained by a threat 
to use force or violence by two or 
more persons acting together. 

The remaining charges, both 
felonies, include stalking and 
making criminal threats. Stalking 
is sustained by multiple harassing 
threats with the intent to fright¬ 


en the victim or their family. The 
criminal threat charge(s), erro¬ 
neously misstated by the defen¬ 
dants’ supporters as a post-9/11 
“terrorism” crime, finds its origi¬ 
nal justification in domestic vio¬ 
lence cases. In January 2001, the 
crime of “terrorist threats” was 
reclassified by the California Leg¬ 
islature as “criminal threats” - a 
change deliberately made in 
order to avoid this kind of confu¬ 
sion. 

The Dobbs letter also attacks 
the initial bail of around $500,000 
for each defendant. That issue has 
now been rendered moot as the 
judge earlier this month lowered 
the bail at the end of the probable 
cause hearing to $100,000 each - 
an amount everyone knew the 
two could meet. However, Dobbs’s 
initial bail concern neglected to 
mention that the statutory sched¬ 
ule for these charges ranged from 
$135,000 to $175,000. Beyond 
that, the initial bail amounts re¬ 
flected these aggravating factors: 

(1) The defendants were already 
out on their own recognizance for 
charges in a separate pending case; 

(2) The numerous counts (differ¬ 
ent acts) committed; (3) The nu¬ 
merous number of victims; (4) 
The escalating nature of the 
threats made. 

Signers to the Dobbs “letter of 
concern” might well have waited 
to hear some of the evidence 
amassed against Petrelis and 
Pasquarelli, lest their rush to come 
to the rescue of the defendants be 
mistaken as an unequivocal letter 
of support for intolerable behav¬ 
ior. After all this wasted hype

Presa Canario dogs, Bane and 
Hera, during the attack on Whip¬ 
ple, her next-door neighbor. 
Knoller is being charged with sec¬ 
ond-degree murder. Noel, 60, 
faces involuntary manslaughter as 
his most serious charge. The at¬ 
torney-couple is also charged with 
keeping a mischievous animal that 
killed a human being. 

Whipple’s partner, Sharon 
Smith, was in attendance for the 
opening statements but she left 
just before Hammer introduced 
autopsy photographs that showed 
Whipple’s body riddled with bite 
wounds. 

Whipple’s mother, Pamela 
Whipple-Kelly, also was in atten¬ 
dance. She stayed through Ham¬ 
mer’s presentation but she told re¬ 
porters later that she felt as if she 
was suffocating when Hammer 
said Bane suffocated Whipple by 
crushing her throat. 

Smith’s relationship to Whip¬ 
ple was established early on. Ham¬ 
mer referred to her as Whipple’s 
“partner,” and Ruiz called Smith 
Whipple’s “girlfriend.” 

Knoller’s mother also was 
among courtroom observers. She 
told reporters outside court that 
her daughter is very compassion¬ 
ate, feels sorry for what happened, 
and has been made sick by the or¬ 
deal. 

In his arguments, Hammer re¬ 
iterated that testimony would 
prove that there were an ample 
number of times before the maul¬ 
ing that the dogs showed signs of 
aggression and the couple did 
nothing to mitigate the danger. 

“Diane Whipple was not the 
first victim of these dogs, she was 
the last victim of the dogs, of a 
long line of almost 30 prior warn¬ 
ings and incidences: lunges and 


about punitive bail, the real issue 
is that after a full hearing, the 
judge found probable cause on all 
the charges, refusing to reduce any 
of the felony counts to misde¬ 
meanors. 

This case comes after years of 
city officials and law enforcement 
officials doing nothing to prevent 
a climate of intimidation and fear. 
Well before this most recent 
episode, more tha'n 1,300 San 
Franciscans from the AIDS and 
queer communities demanded the 
district attorney to act as far back 
as two years ago. It’s his job to 
make the most forceful case he 
can to the public. Let no one for¬ 
get that in October 2000, a 20- 
page ruling was issued after near¬ 
ly a month of testimony, finding 
that “ACT UP/SF has an organiza¬ 
tional commitment to violent tac¬ 
tics.” 

By AUSF’s own admission, 
thousands of specific protection 
orders, issued only upon a credi¬ 
ble showing of proof, have been 
directed against them. Obviously 
this burdensome remedy has 
failed to adequately protect a 
community and says volumes 
about what we on the West Coast 
have dealt with for too long. We 
are tired of serving as fodder for 
AUSF. If this is activism to be de¬ 
fended, we might as well start 
pimping for the drug companies 
because we have all surely lost our 
way. ▼

bites even and specific warnings 
about what the defendants could 
have done to protect people. One 
jumps to mind: a muzzle, a choke 
collar, training of any sort. In light 
of these specific warnings, ‘Use a 
muzzle, use a choke collar,’ the de¬ 
fendants, the evidence will show, 
deliberately ignored all of those 
warnings and Diane Whipple is 
dead because of that. 

“On January 26, 2001, the evi¬ 
dence will show that Marjorie 
Knoller had repeated knowledge 
of the danger of these dogs 
through her husband’s nearly sev¬ 
ered finger to lunges on a preg¬ 
nant woman and a small child to a 
bite on a man in the elevator and 
on and on and on. She had knowl¬ 
edge, she had warnings, and she 
acted, the evidence will show, in 
total disregard of those. And 
under the law of implied malice, 
that’s second-degree murder,” 
Hammer said. 

Ruiz passionately countered by 
showing jurors a nearly life-sized 
photograph of Knoller taken just 
after the mauling that showed her 
bloodied and bruised. Ruiz cried 
out in a sobbing voice on three 
separate occasions as she told ju¬ 
rors that Knoller risked her own 
life to save Whipple. 

“Marjorie was very con¬ 
cerned,” Ruiz said. “She had never 
been in a situation where Bane 
had pulled her off her feet. She 
had never been in a situation 
where both dogs were not being 
obedient to her. She had never 
been in a situation where Hera 
was barking hysterically as Bane 
was jumping up on someone. She 
wanted immediately to take emer¬ 
gency action to protect Ms. Whip¬ 
ple. She wanted to put Ms. Whip¬ 
ple out of harm’s way. She wanted 
to get Ms. Whipple away from 
these dogs. 

“But the evidence will not show

publicans in D.C. want to defund 
HIV prevention for gay men. I 
think it is highly irresponsible be¬ 
cause the path that they are taking 
will devastate people’s lives,” said 
Darlene Weide, executive director 
of Stop AIDS. “What really is ob¬ 
scene is that 20 years into the epi¬ 
demic, when we know prevention 
works, we are spending precious 
resources and time at having to re¬ 
spond to these redundant investi¬ 
gations and reports. We are in 
compliance. We know prevention 
works. Let us do our job.” 

The report attempts to validate 
its venom for these agencies’ 
“wasteful spending” by connect¬ 
ing it to the government’s “War on 
Terrorism.” 

“It is more important than 
ever for the federal government to 
use its resources in the most cost- 
effective manner possible to find a 
cure for AIDS and to protect the 
country against chemical warfare 
and bioterroism. Duplicative so¬ 
cial programs and pornographic 
prevention seminars do nothing 
to bring about an end to this 
dreaded disease or to combat ter¬ 
rorism,” states the report. 

But the.worst vitriol in the re¬ 
port is leveled at Steven Tierney, 
the city’s director of HIV preven¬ 
tion. Tierney is charged with not 
taking HIV prevention seriously 
and attacked for not reprimand¬ 
ing an HIV-positive prevention 
worker for admitting to the New 
York Times that he had unprotect¬ 
ed sex. 

In addition, the report charac¬ 
terizes Tierney’s attitude as “cal¬ 
lous” and questions his ability to 
comply with federal Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
guidelines regulating how agen¬ 
cies spend federal funding on pre¬ 
vention programs. 

“Not only does Tierney scoff at 
the standards set for federal pro¬ 
grams by the CDC, he also can’t 
control the activities of the groups 
under his agency’s purview that

rely on tax dollars for their work. 
While one can hope that Tierney 
is an exception to the leadership 
required at local departments of 
health, there is nonetheless sys¬ 
temic duplication and waste in 
AIDS programs throughout the 
country,” states the report. 

In an interview with the Bay 
Area Reporter, Tierney dismissed 
the report as merely old news 
from the radical members of ACT 
UP/San Francisco, whose mem¬ 
bers argue that AIDS is over, and 
ACT UP/D.C. 

“There is nothing in there that 
is fresh. It is standard Michael Pe- 
trelis language,” said Tierney, who 
said he was never contacted by the 
author of the report or anyone 
from the taxpayers group. “They 
take a couple of alleged facts and 
wrap a whole story around it. 
They never even made any at¬ 
tempt to contact me to find out if 
anything they were saying is true.” 

Despite the report’s ominous 
tone, Tierney said he is not con¬ 
cerned that it will have any impact 
on how the government funds 
HIV prevention programs. He 
added he doesn’t mind bearing 
the brunt of the attacks if it keeps 
HIV and AIDS on the public 
agenda. 

“We work hard to do HIV pre¬ 
vention here in innovative and ef¬ 


fective ways. If it gets the attention 
of people and keeps people talk¬ 
ing about HIV prevention, then I 
am happy to have them beat up 
on me a little bit,” said Tierney. 

AIDS activist Jeff Getty, a 
member of Survive AIDS, dis¬ 
missed the notion there is wide¬ 
spread mismanagement of funds 
by prevention programs. But he 
said such attacks will continue if 
these agencies remain hidden be¬ 
hind closed doors. 

“This is a sad thing, but unfor¬ 
tunately, it is a result of AIDS or¬ 
ganizations for years and years not 
being willing to show their books 
to the public and not having open 
relationships with the communi¬ 
ty,” said Getty. “This is what hap¬ 
pens every time you circle the 
wagons anytime someone ques¬ 
tions how you are spending the 
money.” 

Getty attacked the two ACT 
UP groups for courting right- 
wing Republicans in order to fur¬ 
ther their own political causes. 

“They can’t change the AIDS 
funding structure so they go and 
try to destroy it,” he said. “It is not 
fair to use right-wing lobbyist or¬ 
ganizations’ inherent homopho¬ 
bia to beat up on AIDS agencies. 
There has got to be a better way to 
do this.” 

At the Valentine’s Day press 
conference in Washington, D.C., 
ACT UP/D.C. coordinator Wayne 
Turner thanked the taxpayer 
group for its report and vowed to 
continue to question how AIDS 
agencies spend federal money. 

“Too many HIV/AIDS patients 
have needlessly suffered and died 
as a direct result of AIDS funding 
abuses. Only through vigilance 
and increased oversight can we 
ensure that public funds ear¬ 
marked for medical treatment and 
care actually help patients in 
need,” said Turner. “By identifying 
the deficiencies in HIV/AIDS pa¬ 
tient care, we can better work at 
the federal and local level to im¬ 
prove the quality and accessibility 
of services that those living with 
HIV/AIDS depend upon for their 
very survival.” ▼ 


Dog-mauling 
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that Marjorie stood back and let 
that horrible thing happen to that 
beautiful girl,” Ruiz cried out in a 
sobbing voice. “Marjorie Knoller 
tried to save that woman’s life with 
her own body. Marjorie Knoller, 
when the police arrived, was cov¬ 
ered in blood. This is not the blood 
pattern that occurs when someone 
is walking a dog, the dog darts 
away, engages in an attack and the 
person says, ‘Stop, stop, Bane, you 
stop,”’ Ruiz shouted. “No, this kind 
of blood soaking occurred when 
you put your body on the victim 
and try to protect her from those 
berserko crazy dogs.” 

Ruiz questioned the credibility 
of prosecution witnesses because 
she said none filed complaints 
with any authorities about the 
dogs and only came forward after 
the case had gotten a lot of pub¬ 


licity. Ruiz suggested the witness¬ 
es may have been motivated to 
come forward to get their “15- 
minutes” of fame. 

Ruiz specifically mentioned 
statements Smith made about 
Whipple being bitten by one of 
the dogs in an earlier run-in she 
had with them. Ruiz said that 
Smith changed her story, first 
telling investigators that Whipple 
had red marks on her hand where 
she was bitten and later testifying 
before a grand jury that Whipple 
had puncture marks on her hand. 
Ruiz questioned why Whipple 
didn’t seek medical attention if 
one of the dogs punctured her 
skin. Ruiz added that two of 
Whipple’s close friends saw no 
puncture marks on her hand. 

At one point in her remarks, 
Ruiz appeared to back herself into 
a corner when she was about to 
play a taped statement Knoller 
gave to police two hours after the 
attack. Siding with an objection by 


the prosecution, San Francisco 
Superior Court Judge James War¬ 
ren wouldn’t allow Ruiz to play 
the statement because he said 
such a statement would have to be 
introduced by the prosecution. 
Warren said that Knoller could 
testify in the course of the trial 
about what she told police but 
since no decision was made about 
whether she would testify, it 
couldn’t be admitted during 
Ruiz’s opening statement. 

Ruiz was finally allowed to tell 
jurors what Knoller said to police 
in that statement after she 
promised Warren that Knoller 
would take the stand and testify 
about it, consequently opening her 
up to cross-examination. Ruiz said 
that Knoller told police just after 
the mauling the same story that 
she’s told all along: that she did 
everything she could to control 
her dogs and stop the attack. Ruiz 
again pointed to the photograph 
of Knoller covered in blood. ▼

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S. Africa 
furor over 
AIDS 
drugs 
continues

C ontroversy continues to rage 
in South Africa over the 
provision of drugs to pre¬ 
vent and treat AIDS. 

Current South African policy 
bars doctors from providing nevi¬ 
rapine (Viramune) to pregnant 
women or victims of sexual as¬ 
sault. Studies have shown that the 
drug can cut the rate of mother- 
to-child HIV transmission by 
about half. The drug is only avail¬ 
able through 18 pilot study sites. 

Last year, the government’s 
policy was challenged in a lawsuit 
by a group of treatment advocates 
and medical providers demanding 
drug access for pregnant women. 
In December, Judge Chris Botha 
ruled in favor of the plaintiffs, but 
the government appealed the de¬ 
cision. On January 20 the Treat¬ 
ment Action Campaign an¬ 
nounced that it had filed papers 
opposing the appeal. If Botha de¬ 
cides the appeal can go forward, it 
will likely not be heard until May. 
TAC has asked the court to order 
the government to make nevirap¬ 
ine available in the interim. 

On January 22, KwaZulu-Natal 
Premier Lionel Mtshali an¬ 
nounced that his province would 
provide nevirapine to pregnant 
women at public hospitals; 
KwaZulu is controlled by the 
Inkatha Freedom Party, which op¬ 
poses the ruling African National 
Congress..Said Mtshali, “[it is] a 
pregnant woman’s prerogative to 
save her child from contracting 
the AIDS virus.” 

South African Health Minister 
Manto Tshabalala-Msimang re¬ 
buked Mtshali for going against 
the national policy. “Taking nevi¬ 
rapine is not like swallowing an 
aspirin,” she said. 

In related news, Northern 
Cape health officials last month 
reprimanded hospital staff for 
providing AZT to a 9-month-old 
baby girl who was gang-raped last 
November. 

In the wake of publicity sur¬ 
rounding the case, Madyo said the 
treatment was a “mistake” made 
by a doctor who was unaware of 
the policy, and released a memo 
stating, “In accordance with the 
National Department of Health 
HIV/AIDS policy, antiretroviral 
drugs should not be issued to the 
victims of rape or sexual assault.” 

In his State of the Nation ad¬ 
dress on February 8, South 
African President Thabo Mbeki 
said that while his government 
planned to step up its efforts 
against AIDS, it would focus on 
prevention, education, and treat¬ 
ment of opportunistic illnesses, 
not antiretroviral drugs. Mbeki 
indicated that the ongoing nevi¬ 
rapine pilot program would be 
evaluated and possibly expanded. 
But Tshabalala-Msimang said the 
ongoing evaluation would take 
more time. 

The South African government 
has consistently claimed that anti¬ 
retroviral drugs are too costly and 
have not been proven safe and ef¬ 
fective. Mbeki has also expressed 
skepticism that HIV is the cause of 
AIDS. ▼

i allroom dancing is a very hetero- 
' sexual activity. The moves made 
and the roles demanded are gender-regulat¬ 
ed to an extreme. This blanketing heterosex¬ 
uality usually produces a hostile setting for 
lesbians and gay men interested in partici¬ 
pating, perhaps especially for women who 
want to lead, and men who want to follow. 
At the same time, partner dancing roles as a 
form of exchange and connection can also 
be attractive to many lesbians and gay men. 

The heterosexual presumption in partner 
dancing is completely ingrained into most 


instruction protocols. Metronome instruc¬ 
tor Brandee Selck observes that most ball¬ 
rooms still refer to dance-floor roles in gen¬ 
dered terms. But at the Metronome, the em¬ 
phasis is on “leaders and followers,” and not 
“men and women.” Above and beyond the 
likelihood that many potential queer dancers 
will hunger for partners of the same sex, the 
terms “man” for “leader” and “woman” for 
“follower” are extremely alienating.

Ann-Margret plays the Castro Theatre

nn-Margret has been a star^ 
for 40 years, a span few 
would have predicted when 
she first came to the public’s at¬ 
tention in 1961. She has survived 
bad films, bad reviews, bad acci¬ 
dents, and her husband’s serious 
illness, and has triumphed, earn¬ 
ing the grudging respect of critics. 
The public took to her immedi¬ 
ately and continues to do so. Her 
stage tour of The Best Little 
Whorehouse in Texas has been a 
major box-office success. She 
began as a pretty ingenue, then re¬ 
vealed a sexy, seductive side. She 
appears in person at the Castro 
Theatre on February 22 for a 
showing of one of her most en¬ 
joyable films, Viva Las Vegas. Four 
more of her movies will be 
screened on February 23 and 24. 

Born (1941) Ann-Margret 
Olson in Stockholm, Sweden, her 
family moved to the Chicago area 
shortly after World War II. She 
studied singing and dancing, and 
made her screen debut in 1961 ’s 
Pocketful of Miracles, Frank Capra’s 
awful remake of his own Lady For 
a Day, a Damon Runyon fable 
about Apple Annie (Bette Davis), 
whose daughter (Ann-Margret) is 
in finishing school. The film failed 
at the box office. But her steamy 
rendition of “Bachelor in Paradise” 
at the 1962 Oscar ceremony creat¬ 
ed a sensation. 

She remained wholesome 
while attending 1962’s State Fair 
and sighing Bye, Bye Birdie (1963), 
both musicals, the latter a big hit. 
But her red hair and voluptuous 
figure made it clear her ingenue 
days would not last long. She was 
one of The Pleasure Seekers and 
Kitten With a Whip (both 1964), 
both poor, the latter earning her 


considerable critical scorn before 
becoming a camp classic. She 
ended that year with Elvis Presley 
in Viva Las Vegas, a smash and lots 
of fun. She was, in fact, The King’s 
most impressive leading lady. 

Escape to Rome 

In 1965 she was stuck knowing 
Bus Riley's Back in Town, from a 
poor script by William Inge and 
an unsuccessful attempt to make 
Michael Parks another James 
Dean. The next two that year were 
better: Once a Thief with Alain 
Delon, and Norman Jewison’s ex¬ 
cellent The Cincinnati Kid oppo¬ 
site Steve McQueen. However, the 
subsequent batch did nothing for 
her: The Swinger, Made in Paris, 
riding Stagecoach, and visiting 
Murderers' Row (all 1966). The 
following year she went to Italy 
for II Tigre and Sette Somini e Un 
Cervello (Seven Men and One 
Brain), and II Profeta. In 1970, she 
was wasted in Stanley Kramer’s 
poor R.PM. before facing C.C. 
and Company. 

Mike Nichols rescued her, cast¬ 
ing her as Bobbie in Carnal 
Knowledge (1971). As the model 
who falls in love with the self-cen¬ 
tered, chauvinistic Jack Nichol¬ 
son, she made audiences and crit¬ 
ics sit up. The part — a low self¬ 
esteem doormat — was not new: 
Shelley Winters and Shirley 
MacLaine had cornered the mar¬ 
ket on such women. But she gave 
it a unique twist, a passive-aggres¬ 
sive anger, that stayed with the 
viewer. At 30, her beauty was 
more luscious then ever, and she 
showed how insufficient such a 
gift was in coping with life. She re¬ 
ceived a Best Supporting Actress 
Academy Award nomination, los¬ 
ing to-Claris Leachman in The 
Last Picture Show. 

But it was back to poor mater¬ 


ial in The Train Robbers and Fu- 
nerale a Los Angeles (The Outside 
Man), both 1973, and 1975’s Folies 
Bourgeoises (The Twist). But as the 
mother in the film version of The 
Who’s rock opera Tommy, she got 
excellent reviews and a Best Ac¬ 
tress Oscar nomination, this time 
losing to Louise Fletcher in One 
Flew Over the Cuckoo's Nest. Sadly, 
worthy material eluded her, as ev¬ 
idenced by Joseph Andrews and 
The Last Remake of Beau Geste 
(both 1977), Magic and The Cheap 
Detective (1978), The Villain 
(1979), Middle Aged Crazy ( 1980), 
Return of the Soldier and Lookin’ to 
Get Out (both 1982). 

She had filmed successful tele¬ 
vision specials, and in 1984 that 
medium offered her Blanche 
DuBois in A Streetcar Named De¬ 
sire, a touching performance, de¬ 
spite not looking remotely like a 
faded beauty. Then it was back to 
movies with Twice in a Lifetime 
(1985), the exciting 52 Pick-Up 
(1986), and A Tiger’s-Tale (1987). 
For television, she and Claudette 
Colbert were The Two Mrs. 
Grenvilles (1987), a ratings tri¬ 
umph. As the ex-showgirl who 
“accidentally” kills her society 
husband, she was superb. She al¬ 
ternated between the big and 
small screen, with the latter giving 
her more interesting work, no¬ 
tably opposite Julie Andrews in 
Our Sons (1991), as mothers 
whose sons are lovers. 

Grumpy and grumpier 

In movies she had A New Life 
(1988) and was in Disney’s disas¬ 
trous musical Newsies (1992), be¬ 
fore joining Jack Lemmon and 
Walter Matthau in Grumpy Oid 
Men (1993), as the object of their 
desire. She was again splendid, 
and the film a hit. For TV, she was 
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Oh, brothel 

'The Best Little Whorehouse in Texas'

ndistinct is not a word I think 
I’ve ever used before to de¬ 
scribe a performance, but that 
may be the best word to describe 
Ann-Margret’s performance at 
the Golden Gate. If anything, it’s 
Blanche Du Bois that comes to 
mind rather than the role Ann- 
Margret is actually playing: the 
straight-talking madam of The 
Best Little Whorehouse in Texas. 

Ann-Margret once played Ten¬ 
nessee Williams’ dreamily discon¬ 
nected heroine, and you do have to 
wonder if dreamily disconnected 
isn’t also a description of the per¬ 
former herself. She wafts through 
this otherwise adequate produc¬ 
tion, making scant connections 
with her onstage colleagues, and 
displays little interest in creating an 
actual character. Her mobility 
seems cautiously limited (under¬ 
standable, perhaps, given her safe¬ 
ty record), while her singing voice 
is understated to a fault. 

Yes, she does look great be¬ 
neath her mane of Titian hair and 
in her glittery Bob Mackie gowns. 
Not that the proprietor of the 
eponymous whorehouse, de¬ 
scribed in song as a “lil’ ole bitty 
pissant country place,” would be 
dressed like that, but let’s not be-

grudge a girl her glamour-star en¬ 
trance. 

Unfortunately, Ann-Margret 
doesn’t go on to supply a star turn 
which could be reason for reviv¬ 
ing this 1978 musical. When it 
was new, the story of a celebrated 
brothel outside Austin was a 
Broadway novelty with its shit- 
kicking humor and a countrified 
score. That randy energy has dis¬ 
sipated, the big jokes now get 
barely a chuckle, and while sever¬ 
al of Carole Hall’s songs have re¬ 
tained their vitality, only a couple 
are memorably performed. 


Another lost asset is Tommy 
Tune’s lively direction and chore¬ 
ography. Thommie Walsh, Tune’s 
assistant on the original produc¬ 
tion, hasn’t pulled off the same 
slick feat here. The two musical 
highlights are those that most re¬ 
tain Tune’s imprint: “The Aggie 
Song,” with its swaggering, shirt¬ 
less football players; and “The 
Sidestep,” that creates a dance ver¬ 
sion of talking out of both sides of 
your mouth. 

Ed Dixon, as the sidestepping 
Texas governor, is one of the few 
performers who really connect 
with a role. Gary Sandy, late of 
WKRP in Cincinnati, does create 
a distinct character as the gruff 
sheriff who’s usually in a god¬ 
damn bad mood. His soft spot is 
his unspoken love for Miss Mona, 
though Ann-Margret doesn’t give 
him much to work with. 

Ann-Margret is a performer 
who brings forth considerable 
goodwill from audiences. It’s a 
shame, then, that neither she nor 
this production are able to capi¬ 
talize on it. T

Back where she belongs

jP n laywright Victor Lodato has 
, m said in an interview that he 
i finds the language of schizo¬ 
phrenics to be both beautiful and 
upsetting. In The Eviction, his new 
play at the Magic Theatre, he is 
only partially successful at com¬ 
municating this extreme duality 
that so fascinates him. 

While the central character in 
The Eviction exhibits classic symp¬ 
toms of schizophrenia, including 
delusions, paranoia, and a con¬ 
trolling internal voice, this por¬ 
trait of a man on the edge is in 
fact missing an edge of its own. 
There’s not much going on here 
that feels particularly revelatory, 
and even within that context, the 
dialogue only intermittently 
yanks us into this man’s world. 

His name is Lou, and he lives 
alone in a dingy one-room apart¬ 
ment where he subsists on canned 
food, frets about his imaginary 
cat, and uses the telephone as his 
final lifeline to the outside world. 
This month, again, he has spent 
his meager welfare check on 
things other than gas or electrici¬ 
ty or, most pivotally, the rent. 

As he tries to focus on his im¬ 
pending eviction, which he un¬ 
happily realizes will make him like 
all those other homeless crazies 
wandering the streets, a character 
known as the Reader coolly pro¬ 
vides an ongoing narration from 
a little desk at the side. But there 
is a point where the Reader drops 
this passive role and becomes an 
advocate for actions, bringing 
forth a burst of ritualized vio¬ 
lence. 

As Lou, David Gunderman has 
admirably mastered what is basi¬ 
cally a stream-of-consciousness 
monologue. But rather than sug-

gesting the unnerving or eerily 
observant rants and musings of a 
schizophrenic, Gunderman cre¬ 
ates a character more akin to the 
childlike mentally handicapped 
characters who turn up in movies 
and television. It may well be by 
design. 

As the considerably enigmatic 
Reader, Howard Swain delivers a 
supercilious storyteller who sits 
with cat-like superiority behind 
an impressively huge tome of fate¬ 
ful information. Swain also pro¬ 
vides from his narrator’s desk the 
voices for two people he talks to 
on the phone: his uninterested 
mother, and a gruff poet he ran¬ 


domly meets on a sex chat-line. 

These phone-call moments 
provide some needed variety in 
the heavy flow of words. Chrys- 
tene Ells and her fellow pup¬ 
peteers add a few more sparks 
with two creatures that material¬ 
ize from the man’s fevered imagi¬ 
nation. 

With the main character’s im¬ 
pending homelessness, The Evic¬ 
tion does give a face to the anony¬ 
mous legions living out there. But 
the play is not meant as a social 
treatise. It’s a journey into a trou¬ 
bled mind. Still, too often it is a 
trip that had me asking, “Are we 
there yet?” ▼

ome performers are known 
for playing a wide variety of 
- roles, while others seem to 
play themselves in every role. But 
in the rares.t of cases, the per¬ 
former and the role merge so 
completely that they are forever 
after perceived as one. 

Rex Harrison will always be 
Professor Henry Higgins; Yul 
Brynneivwill forever be the King 
of Siam; and the character of 
Dolly Levi, the scheming match¬ 
maker from the Broadway musi¬ 
cal Hello Dolly!, shall now and for¬ 
ever be Carol Channing. 

The wide-eyed comedienne 
first took Broadway by storm in 
1949 as the gold-digging flapper 
Lorelei Lee in Gentlemen Prefer 
Blondes. With 1964’s Hello Dolly!, 
she became a musical theatre icon 
and went on to play some 5,000 
performances of her signature 
role. 

The highlight of Channing’s 
eclectic film career is the high- 
camp musical Thoroughly Modern 
Millie, which earned her a 1967 
Golden Globe Award and an 
Oscar nomination for Best Sup¬ 
porting Actress. 

The 81-year-old Broadway leg¬ 
end returns to San Francisco to 
star with the San Francisco Gay 
Men’s Chorus in the one-night 
only benefit concert Giving Back: 
Tomorrow’s Child on Monday, 


February 25 at the Palace of Fine 
Arts Theatre. 

In a recent interview, Chan¬ 
ning explained why she’s excited 
about performing with the Gay 
Men’s Chorus and returning to 
the city where she grew up, which 
she still considers home. 

“I’ve sung with the Gay Men’s 
Chorus before,” she said in the 
raspy baritone that’s inspired sev¬ 
eral generations of female imper¬ 
sonators. “To tell the truth, from 
kindergarten on, I could never 
sing in the same key as the girls, 
and I could never sing in the same 
key as the boys. But I can sing with 
the Gay Men’s Chorus. We’re all in 
the same range, so it’s heaven.” 

Channing has always had a 
loyal following among gay men, 
and she’s very proud of that dis¬ 
tinction. 

“They know who’s really funny * 
and who isn’t,” she said. “People 
who don’t spend a lot of time with 
gay men don’t realize that, but it’s 
true. When they laugh, I know I 
got the timing just right. They 
would always come' to previews 
and sit in the balcony and cheer 
and carry on, but on opening night 
they’d calm down and behave 
themselves because that’s when the 
critics are there. And that’s respect. 
So the least I can do is sing with the 
Gay Men’s Chorus.” 

A star is born 

Although she was born in 
Seattle, Channing said, “I don’t re-

member anything but San Fran¬ 
cisco. A matter of weeks after I 
was born, we moved to my 
Grandma’s house in Seacliff on El 
Camino del Mar, and that’s where 
I remember first realizing I was 
alive.” 

As a fourth grader at Com¬ 
modore Sloat Grammar School, 
Channing discovered her true 
calling. “A friend of mine nomi¬ 
nated me for Student Body Secre¬ 
tary, and I had to get up in front 
of the school and tell them why 
they should vote for me. Well, I 
couldn’t think of a single reason. 
So I did an imitation of our prin¬ 
cipal, Miss Berard. I did her funny 
walk and her funny voice, and I 
won by a landslide!” 

At that moment, Channing’s 
future goal was set. “That’s when I 
discovered that this is what I will 
lay down my life for,” she said. 
“You see, I was an only child, but 
when people laughed with me, we 
were all together. I wasn’t an only 
child any more.” 

The Student Body Secretary 
perfected her comedic craft read¬ 
ing the minutes each week. “We 
did three assemblies every Friday. 
At the first one, I was kind of off, 
at the second one I got more 
laughs, and by the third one I was 
flying! That’s when I learned the 
value of a long run.” 


Channing graduated from 
Lowell High School, where the 
auditorium is now called The 
Carol Channing Theatre. “When 
my son Chan was going through 
San Francisco, he stopped by 
Lowell and checked it out. He 
said, ‘No, mother, they don’t take 
down the sign when you’re not in 
town.’” 

When she moved to New York 
to seek her fame and fortune, 
Channing was terribly homesick. 
“When my parents came to visit, 
•they brought me a paper bag of 
San Francisco fog,” she said. 

Show must go on 

A legendary trooper, Channing 
only missed one of her 5,000 
Hello Dolly! performances. Dur¬ 
ing a 1998 tour of the show, she 
was struck with food poisoning in 
Kalamazoo. “I was throwing up all 
over the place, and the men in the 
orchestra pit didn’t appreciate it,” 
she said. “I didn’t want to leave, 
but they took me to the hospital.” 

Channing has earned her place 
in both Broadway and American 
history. The loyal Democrat ap¬ 
peared at JFK’s inauguration, and 
Jackie Kennedy and her two chil¬ 
dren made their first post-assassi¬ 
nation public appearance seeing 
her perform in Hello Dolly! 

During the Watergate scandal, 


Channing earned top billing on 
Nixon’s White House Enemies 
List. “At first I was so upset I cried 
my eyes out,” she said. “But my 
friends in the press said, ‘Don’t 
worry, it’s the best thing that 
could happen.’ I’d sung ‘Hello 
Lyndon’ to LBJ at the Democratic 
Convention, and I guess Nixon 
didn’t like my singing voice or 
something.” 

Over the past four years Chan¬ 
ning has been writing her autobi¬ 
ography, A Memoir of Sorts, which 
is due in bookstores in September. 
The book is filled with her memo¬ 
ries of San Francisco, and she’s 
looking forward to returning here. 

“I grew up crazy in love with 
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Carol Channing, early in her career

Theatre Rhino signs with Actor's Equity

,, heatre Rhinoceros, already 
; known as the world’s 
longest-running gay and les¬ 
bian theater, has added another 
feather to its cocked chapeau. The 
almost-25-year-old theater has 
signed an agreement 
with Actors’ Equity As¬ 
sociation making it the 
first gay theater in the 
country to employ pro¬ 
fessional actors under a 
paid seasonal union 
agreement. 

The just-concluded 
Design for Livingwas 
the first show under 
the new agreement, 
which requires a 
certain number of Equity per¬ 
formers in each production and 
provides them with a minimum 
salary and health benefits. For 
most actors in the Bay Area, these 
basics are hard to come by. 

“I really think the theater com¬ 
munity needs to wake up to the 
fact that you have to create jobs if 
you want to keep a healthy talent 
pool,” said Doug Holsclaw, The¬ 
atre Rhino’s artistic director. “The 
cost of living in this town has 
caused quite an exodus of talent.” 

The upcoming Women Behind 
Bars, opening March 16, will be the 
second production under the 
MBAT (or Modified Bay Area The¬ 
ater) contract. Originally, the 
world premiere of Kate Bornstein’s 


Strangers in Paradox was to fill the 
slot, but it has been delayed to next 
season in the aftermath of Sept. 11. 

“Back in October, when we 
had to make a decision, I just did¬ 
n’t think the play was going to get 
a fair shake,” Holsclaw said. “It’s 
ultimately about cutting away 
parts of yourself in order to be re¬ 
born as something else, 
which is very much 
central to Kate’s jour¬ 
ney as a transsexual, but 
the violence is 
metaphorical. Even so, 
people are still getting 
their throats slashed, 
and I thought people 
would be so dis¬ 
tracted that they 
wouldn’t get what 
the piece is about.” 

Tom Eyen’s Women Behind 
Bars, its replacement, is a campy 
chestnut that has sport with 
prison movies. “I thought it was 
just a fun project,” Holsclaw said. 
“We try to be very co-gender here, 
but there just aren’t that many 
plays that have roles for 10 * 
women. So this is also a play that 
will offer a lot of employment to 
actresses.” 

Russell Blackwood, who had 
been set to direct the Bornstein 
play, has stayed on to direct this 
quite-different project. “But you 
know, it’s right up Russell’s alley,” 
Holsclaw said. “He does Shockto- 
berfest! every year at the Exit The¬ 
atre, getting these old plays from 
the 19th century that were shock¬ 


ing back then.” 

Actually, when Holsclaw and 
Blackwood reread Women Behind 
Bars, they found references that 
could startle if not shock today’s 
audiences. “It was written in the 
70s, and it has this Archie Bunker 
mentality with racial slurs and 
sexual stuff. We’ve found a way to 
deal with that that’s very funny.” 

And, this being Theatre Rhino, 
the play will also get a gay goose. 
“We’re really mining it for the les¬ 
bian content,” Holsclaw said. “I 
think this is going to be a very 
fresh look at the play.” 

A final Rhino note: While the 
world premiere of Strangers in 
Paradox has been delayed, the the¬ 
ater still has another world pre¬ 
miere coming up. It’s by the author 
of The Last Hairdresser, and that 
happens to be Holsclaw himself. 

Although Knuckle and Crunch 
won’t open until May, the play 
will have a script-in-hand perfor¬ 
mance on Feb. 24 to help raise 
money for the theater. This gay 
variation on Of Mice and Men will 
be performed by Danny Scheie, 
Jon Gale, RA. Cooley, Brian Yates 
Sharber, John Michael Beck, and 
Robert Mackey. 

A reception with cast, play¬ 
wright, and director Adele Pran- 
dini will follow the performance. 
Call 861-5079 for info.

Many of the cast members 
from Kiss Me, Kate and The Best 
Little Whorehouse in Texas are giv¬ 


ing up their night off to sing for a 
good cause. No, Ann-Margret 
isn’t one of them, but her Whore¬ 
house co-star Gary Sandy will be 
there, along with Kate leads Rex 
Smith, Rachel York, and Chuck 
Wagner. 

These and other performers 
from the two touring shows will 
turn Club Fugazi, home to Beach 
Blanket Babylon, into a Broadway 
cabaret on Feb. 25. Proceeds from 
the event will be divided between 
the Richmond/Ermet AIDS 
Foundation and Broadway 
Cares/Equity Fights AIDS.

sometimes see a few women 
dancing together, but rarely men. 
Then a couple of years ago, I 
learned my college chum Kristin 
had started SwingOut!, which or¬ 
ganized Swing events for queers. I 
went to one of its dances, and 
that’s when I got really excited 
about Swing, because I could 
dance in a gay context. I always 
had to lead at the straight Swing 
dances, and I loved that now I 
could choose to be a leader or a 
follower — and, obviously, dance 
with other guys! With SwingOut’s 
help, I started Queer Jitterbugs. 1 
chose the name because jitterbug 
was originally a derogatory word 
for Swing that got legitimized, the 
way queer has for gays.” 

Queer Jitterbugs put on its first 
dance back in November. “I had 
no idea how many people would

show up, so I booked one of the 
smallest rooms in the Women’s 
Building. Then it was packed! I 
was totally surprised. From then 
on, Queer Jitterbugs has grown 
incredibly. Now, in addition to 
our big monthly dance, we’re of¬ 
fering beginning and intermedi¬ 
ate lindy hop classes on Monday 
evenings and Friday ‘jive night,’ 
which starts with a basic East 
Coast Swing class, then gives peo¬ 
ple a chance to practice and to 
swap moves. Both of these events 
are held at the Stud. We also have 
a Yahoo groups site where people 
can check out our calendar and 
share information about local 
Swing events, or just chat.” 

Puttin’ on the Ritz 

Starting this weekend, QJ will 
hold its monthly dance party at 
the new LGBT Community Cen¬ 
ter. “The space at the Center is 
bigger and better than any we’ve 
used before, and we’re hoping to 
attract an even larger crowd. As a 
special attraction in February, the 
local entertainer Pippi Lovestock¬ 
ing will be putting on a tribute to 
Peggy Lee for us. We’re proud that 
our dance will be the first .major 
event held at the new Center.” 

From the look of the crowd the 
night I attended, Queer Jitterbugs 
succeeds in attracting a fairly 
equal number of men and 
women. “You can say you’re a 
gay/lesbian/bisexual/transgender 
group,” Gipson explained, “but it 
isn’t actually one unless you find 
ways to include all those people 
and make them feel welcome, 
which we’ve tried to do. We also 
encourage queer youth to come to 
our monthly dances, which are 
open to all ages. There isn’t a lot 
for queers under 21 to do in this 


city, and these dances offer a fun, 
healthy social environment for 
them.” 

Asked if there were any myths 
about Swing he would like to dis¬ 
pel, Gipson replied, “I guess that 
it’s just a museum piece. Obvi¬ 
ously, Swing does have its roots in 
the past, but some people are in¬ 
tegrating all sorts of different 
dances into it. There’s Tango 
Swing, or ‘Swango.’ People are 


j putting in hip hop moves, body 
rolls. Swing and other forms of 
couple-dancing are anything but 
fuddy-duddy. They involve actu¬ 
ally connecting with your partner, 
and that’s exciting. You have to 
touch the person you’re dancing 
with and communicate through 
your body to make it work. 

“The other thing people seem 
to think is,‘Oh, couple-dancing, I 
can’t do that unless I bring my 


own partner.’ But that isn’t true. 
In our classes, we usually rotate 
partners a lot, so you end up 
dancing with different people 
anyway.” 

What are QJ’s plans for the fu¬ 
ture? “For one thing, we’d like to 
start a monthly event featuring 
lessons in all the popular ball¬ 
room styles: fox trot, waltz, cha 
cha, and so. on. We’ve already 
begun to teach some other types 
of dance like salsa at the Saturday 
parties, and this month, we’ll have 
a tango lesson.” 

Soon it was time for Gipson to 
get the ball rolling for the first 
event of the evening, a class in 
basic Swing. “All right,” he cried, 
stepping out onto the dance floor, 
“followers line up on this side of 
the room, and leaders on that 
side!” 

-'What followed was a scene 
reminiscent of the ballroom 
dance classes I took as a kid, ex¬ 
cept that instead of the boys 
charging across the room to ask 
the patiently waiting girls to 
dance, leaders and followers both 
took an active part in matching 
up. Two women, Kristin and 
Jaime, taught the class, and soon, 
I and a whole roomful of other 
people were moving pretty much 
together to their calls of, “Step, 
step, quick step!” We’ve done it, I 
thought, amazed — we’re actual¬ 
ly swing dancing!

heterosexuality of mainstream 
dance with several same-sex-spe¬ 
cific introductory dance classes. A 
gay and lesbian drop-in salsa class, 
a gay and lesbian eight-week 
dance program, and a gay and les¬ 
bian four-week lindy hop series 
are all ongoing. In early March, the 
eight-week program (for this up¬ 
coming cycle, nine weeks) and the 
four-week series (for this upcom¬ 
ing cycle, five weeks) begin anew. 

Amy Little teaches the drop-in 
salsa and the eight-week dance 
program. She has taught at the 
Metronome since January 2001. 
The dance program cycle she will 
finish teaching at the end of Feb¬ 
ruary includes waltz, city swing, 
tango and cha cha. The program 
she begins in March will teach 
four different forms: hustle, West 
Coast swing, rhumba and foxtrot. 

Little describes her classes as 
“fun, with a lot of dancing and 
not a ton of talking.” Students ro¬ 
tate partners in her classes. Her 
goal is “basically to give a really 
good foundation” in her intro¬ 
ductory classes. Little also teaches 
an intermediate fast-swing course 
on Saturdays, and offers private 
lessons through the Metronome. 

Little, who has danced all her 
life, has studied a dizzying range 
of dance forms, including ballet, 
modern, world dance, samba, 
Afro-Brazilian and Afro-Haitian. 
She discovered partner dancing at 
City College and began her in¬ 
structor training at Metronome in 
early 2000. “My goal as a teacher 
is to get people to enjoy dancing, 
to enjoy their own bodies. The 
Metronome is a really warm stu¬ 
dio, really welcoming of everyone 
who wants to study there.” 

Hop with Pop 

Brandee Selck, the four-week 
gay and lesbian lindy hop series 


instructor, has taught at the 
Metronome for two-and-a-half 
years. Selck also teaches lindy hop 
and West Coast swing levels at all 
levels at the Metronome. Selck 
underwent the Metronome 
teacher training program and is 
also certified professionally by the 
International Society of Teachers 
of Dance (ISTD). She notes that 
the lindy hop has gained in queer 
popularity. 

In addition to maintaining 
very high standards, Selck says, 
the Metronome “is the only ball¬ 
room in San Francisco that offers 
a gay and lesbian program. That’s 
why I originally went there myself 
and took classes. The Metronome 
is not like other ballrooms that 
adhere to a traditional culture of 
dance.” 

Like Little, Selck enjoys her job 
more than most. “I really love how 
much joy it brings to people. Just 


to get to watch people connect to 
their partners and their bodies, to 
see that transformation, brings 
something important into peo¬ 
ple’s lives. And you can have a 
great time doing it.” 

Recognizing that the lesbian 
and gay course she offers is at the 
introductory level, she observes 
that “most of my queer students 
who go on to take advanced class¬ 
es at the Metronome feel com¬ 
fortable.” 

April 26 through May 5 is Na¬ 
tional Dance Week, and Little’s 
same-sex salsa class drop-in will 
be free that week, as will all of'the 
Metronome’s open house dance 
classes. The Metronome Ballroom 
is located at 1830 17th Street, at 
DeHaro, in San Francisco. For in¬ 
formation on Metronome’s sched¬ 
ule and events, call (415) 252- 
9000, or visit them online at www.

1 |P om Spanbauer doesn’t write 
mere novels. He writes epic 
H tales, grand in scope, magical 
in nature, and profound in theme. 
He breaks rules, playing with 
form and pushing boundaries of 
content. He creates amazing, fas¬ 
cinating, frustrating characters, 
offers them the wildest joys, and 
then puts them through hell. 
Spanbauer takes no prisoners. 

It comes as no surprise, then, 
that the writing of his latest book, 
In the City of Shy Hunters, became 
a real-life epic of its own, filled 
with anger, heartache and illness. 
To write this tome of love and 
death and healing in a Manhattan 
beset by AIDS, Spanbauer drew 
on his own experiences and those 
of his friends. He started writing 
the book during the late ’80s, 
when he still lived in New York. “I 
was so pissed off against [Presi¬ 
dent Ronald] Reagan and Nancy 
[Reagan] and these fucking peo¬ 
ple who wouldn’t pay any atten¬ 
tion to this disease in that Admin¬ 
istration, that all I could do was 
preach,” he says, a genial matter- 
of-factness coloring his speech. “I 
was on a soapbox, screaming, so I 
had to put it away.” 

As the protagonist of Shy 
Hunters would say, “You’re going 
this way, and then shit happens 
and you’re going that way.” 

So it was with Spanbauer, who 
stopped writing his modern-day 
story about “the fuck-you city” 
and began something else, a new 
book and a new life. What he cre¬ 
ated instead was The Man Who 
Fell in Love with the Moon, which 
was published in 1991, one year 
after he moved to Portland, Ore¬ 
gon, to be with a new lover. He 
didn’t seriously return to Shy 
Hunters until 1994, when he jour¬ 
neyed overseas for a writing resi¬ 
dency in Barcelona. Spanbauer’s 
creative process would be inter¬ 
rupted again, however, with the 
onset of full-blown AIDS, which 
led to a lengthy hospitalization 


bestseller, but rather a distance 
runner still found on bookstore 
shelves. “It’s really odd,” says 
Spanbauer, who recognizes that 
such success can lead to difficult 
expectations. “When Man first 
came out, it sold moderately. 
Eleven years later, it’s still selling 
very moderately. I can’t tell you 
how many hundreds of people 
have told me that they share their 
copy with friends or give it as a 
gift. I don’t know if Shy Hunters 
will have that appeal.” 

The answer is: probably not. 
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conclusion based on the data. 

Genesis is not the only creation 
story around, of course, and 
Moore’s review of various cre¬ 
ation myths is both useful and en¬ 
tertaining. The heart of the book 
is Moore’s review of Darwin and 
evolution. Moore places Darwin’s 
writings in the philosophical, re¬ 
ligious, and scientific contexts of 
the times in which he was writing, 
and offers contemporary respons¬ 
es to The Origin of Species as well 
as his own analysis of Darwin’s 
theory.

and subsequent depression. Once 
he completed the book, a final 
delay occurred thanks to a recal¬ 
citrant editor, who hated it and sat 
on it for six months. 

“Ten years in the writing,” 
Spanbauer, 55, says of Shy 
Hunters, published last summer 
by Grove Press. “Of course, I 
stopped and had to almost die 
first.” 

Shy Hunters has been a long 
time coming, not only for the au¬ 
thor, but for the devoted fans he 
earned with The Man Who Fell in 
Love with the Moon, a sprawling 
novel the likes of which you’ve 
never read before. Set at the turn 
of the century in a small moun¬ 
tain town in Idaho (Spanbauer’s 
native state), it’s the kind of West¬ 
ern in which the cowboys and In¬ 
dians engage in Tantric sex, the 
Zeroes are the whores of the local 
brothel, and the villains are venge¬ 
ful, God-fearing Mormons. It’s 
narrated by a most engaging pro¬ 
tagonist, the young and hand¬ 
some Two-Spirit Named Shed (a 
biracial, bisexual healer). It’s the 
kind of art that so captures the 
imaginations of those who read it, 
they can’t stop talking about it.

Short and so sweet

' hen I was in graduate 
school, one of my profes¬ 
sors was very strict about 
the maximum length allowed for 
assignments. “Explore the last 
scene in The Seagull ,” he’d say. 
“You may have two pages.” And he 
meant two pages (that’s about 500 
words, if you’re wondering, to dis¬ 
cuss one of the richest and most 
complex scenes in theatre), as he 
' assured us that if we turned in 
more, he’d just not read anything 
past page two. 

He used a template, so you 
couldn’t eke out a few more words 
by adjusting the margins. The re¬ 
sult was frustrating, of course, but 
the constraint had the effect of 
making us extremely focused. I 
came away from that experience 
with an abiding love of Chekhov, 
and an enduring respect for those 
who can say more with less. Thus, 
my unabashed admiration for 
Karen X. Tulchinsky (Love Ruins 
Everything), who has become an 
editor with an extraordinary gift 
for collecting and editing very 
short pieces that carry the emo¬ 


tional complexity of a good novel. 
Her latest, Hot & Bothered 3: Short 
Short Fiction on Lesbian Desire 
(Arsenal Pulp, $15.95), is a glori¬ 
ous gathering of very short stories 
that carry a very passionate payoff. 

Jess Wells provides the sizzle 
and the steak with 155 perfectly 
chosen words in “Come to Me in 
Costume.” Leslea Newman cele¬ 
brates the joys of serendipity, 
complete with surprise ending, 


that might take place “One Fine 
Day.” Lucy Jane Bledsoe offers a 
cure for the heartbreak of hetero¬ 
sexuality in “The Alternative.” 
Tulchinsky selects several stories 
that involve severe disability or ill¬ 
ness, and these stories, especially 
“Sunsets” (Denise Seibert) and 
“The Gift” (Rita Montana), are 
more moving than you can imag¬ 
ine. Tulchinsky’s focus through¬ 
out is desire, not just erotica, and 
the stories she’s chosen fulfill that 
intent. Hot & Bothered 3 is extra¬ 
ordinary, a pleasure to read and to 
recommend.

Pascal Rioult’s musical vision 


West Coast debut at Zellerbach Hall

jj f I had been judging the pairs 
l! skating event at the Olympics, 
l! there would have been no gold 
medal controversy, because I 
would have disqualified the Cana¬ 
dian pair for music abuse. All 
dance, on ice or on stage, gets its 
impetus from music, and it is im¬ 
possible to create great choreog¬ 
raphy from bad music. Yet many 
choreographers, dancers and crit¬ 
ics have no knowledge, taste or 
even feel for music. 

Last weekend, a transplanted 
Frenchman named Pascal Rioult 
presented the West Coast debut of 
his company, Pascal Rioult Dance 
Theatre, at Cal Performances. 
Zellerbach Hall was only half full 
on Friday night. Nobody has ever 
heard of this guy or his troupe, 
even though they are celebrating 
their 10th anniversary. Thank 
Robert Cole and Cal Perfor¬ 
mances, not only for sponsoring 
them, but for co-commissioning 
part of the Friday evening pro¬ 
gram, The Ravel Project. 

Rioult, 47, is a science teacher 
who left Paris in 1980 to study 
dance with Merce Cunningham. 
Tall and well-built, he ended up 
dancing the male leads in many of 
Martha Graham’s most famous 
ballets. He incorporates a little of 
Graham, Cunningham and other 
modern dance icons such as Anna 
Sokolow and even a little Laura 
Dean into his own unique vision. 
And, on the basis of The Ravel 
Project, I’d say the vision was as 
musical as any I’ve seen in mod¬ 
ern dance since Mark Morris and 
Paul Taylor. The Ravel Project con¬ 
sisted of four pieces, all set to 


music by Maurice Ravel, each in a 
different manner. Two of them 
were interesting, and two of them 
were sensational. The tiny crowd 
in attendance made as much 
noise as a full house. 

Rioult’s signature piece was 
made in 1995, and it was the best 
of the evening’s four works, be¬ 
cause it was the most sheerly mu¬ 
sical. “Wien” (or “Vienna”) was 
the original title of Ravel’s fever¬ 
ish “La Valse.” Most people think 
of it as a great, sweeping orches¬ 
tral piece depicting a vast Vien¬ 
nese ballroom with women in 
crinoline gowns waltzing in the 
arms of gentlemen in Hussar’s 
uniforms. I’m quite sure that 
Ravel didn’t see it that way, as 
there is a nasty, ominous, percus¬ 
sive throb under the string sec¬ 
tion. 

Rioult — and this is what I 
mean by “musical” — picks up 
the drumbeat and uses it to 
ground his six barefoot dancers. 
They are dressed in working 
men’s clothes, and they scuttle 
around the stage in a small, close¬ 
ly knit group. Things happen in¬ 
side the huddle. A man strangles 
a woman. Bodies fall to the floor. 
Arms are raised in anguish. Faces 
contort in a rictus of horror. All 
the while the group is swirling to 
the insistence of the waltz. We are 
in Vienna, all right, but between 
the two World Wars, and nothing 
about this waltz of death is going 
to come out well. Rioult is a lyri¬ 
cal choreographer. There is hard¬ 
ly ever an ugly movement, yet vi¬ 
olence and evil are everywhere. I 
saw only one brief Nazi salute and 
a short goose-stepping episode. 
Otherwise, it is all continuous 
movement, and it is scary as hell. 


Hip ‘Bolero’ 

The other masterpiece, though 
less emotional and more formally 
attractive, was “Bolero,” which 
ended the evening. The opening 
bars of this piece can be really te¬ 
dious, as one wind instrument 
after another states the theme. It 
took me about three repetitions to 
catch on to Rioult’s formal plan. 
As seven dancers (there are 10 in 
his troupe, counting Rioult and 
his wife, Joyce Herring) make me¬ 
chanical movements that match 
the insistent snare drum, one 
dancer does a series of slow devel- 
opees or arabesques, ending with 
a lascivious hip roll. Then the 
spotlight moves to another dancer 
and the pattern repeats, but each 
time with variations. 

This ballet shows off Rioult’s 
dancers, the tall, well-formed men 
and lovely, womanly girls. They 
are beautifully trained, as well 
they should be, since Linda 
Hodes, a longtime Graham prac¬ 
titioner, is the rehearsal director. 
The slow balances and expansive 
arm gestures in all the dances 
were impressive; in “Bolero,” they 
were jaw-dropping. I’ve never 
seen a modern dance company— 
not even Morris’ — with such 
unisons and such sure-footed bal¬ 
ances. 

The other two pieces were less 
entertaining. Home Front is a Gra- 
hamesque piece with stalwart 
men and vulnerable woman, with 
the dramatic Penelope Gonzalez 
in red, and everybody else in pas¬ 
tel, set to “Le Tombeau de 
Couperin.” Rioult notes that the 
“Tombeau” was a memorial to 
Ravel’s fallen comrades in WWI. 
It is also a faux baroque piece that 


sounds really ghastly on the out¬ 
dated sound-system in Zellerbach 
Hall. I’m told help is on the way, 
but it can’t be too soon. 

The other premiere piece was 
more therapy than art. Prelude to 
Night takes its theme from Her¬ 
ring’s breast cancer battle, which 
she appears to have won. The first 
movement to Prelude to Night is 
the most intriguing, as Herring 
takes off her red dress and dances 
in a hospital gown with four male, 
dehumanizing attendants. The 
second movement finds her strug¬ 
gling with a lover-death figure 
(Rioult) to “Alborada del Gra- 


cioso.” The Spanish theme is kind 
of silly. 

In the third movement, “Pa- 
vane for a Dead Princess,” Herring 
in red triumphs over more 
flesh-colored obstacles as a bright 
light shines in our eyes, symboliz¬ 
ing her journey “from darkness to 
light.” Way too symbolic. Way too 
intellectual. And just too loaded 
thematically to make the best use 
of the music. A noble effort, but 
we know from “Wien” and 
“Bolero” that when he’s “on,” Ri¬ 
oult doesn’t need intellectual 
trappings to make a stunning 
dance. T

Does his passionate drive trans¬ 
late into artistic successes? Sample 
any of the new discs (one is a digi¬ 
tal re-issue of hit recordings from 
the early ’70s), and I think you will 
join the ranks of music lovers in 
awe of his talent and vigor.

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Great sopranos sing anew 


An orgasm

If hy focus on new CD re¬ 
masterings of dead and 
retired sopranos when 
there are so many fine sopranos 
now before us? Simply put, be¬ 
cause virtually none of today’s so¬ 
pranos possess the individual tim¬ 
bre, interpretive insight, and sheer 
charisma of older sopranos, 
whose voices shine on disc as 
never before. 

Take Victoria de los Angeles, 
for example. On the night of April 
21, 1996, when the Catalan-born 
73-year old replaced an ailing 
Montserrat Cabalte to present a 
full-length recital in Davies Sym¬ 
phony Hall, few expected to hear 
more than a shadow of her former 
voice. Imagine our amazement, 
then, to discover the voice and 
artistry not only intact, but capa¬ 
ble of the same warmth, charm 
and grace that had not been heard 
since her prime years! 

Nowhere can the soprano’s 
drive to communicate her sheer 
love of singing be better heard 
than on The Fabulous Victoria de 
los Angeles: A Lifetime Achieve¬ 
ment (Testament). A superb re¬ 
mastering of a 1960 Gerald 
Moore-accompanied recital (with 
the addition of selections by Villa- 
Lobos, Canteloube and Bizet), the 
disc offers a “typical” de los Ange¬ 
les evening of Schubert, Brahms, 
Faur£, Granados, Nin, Turina and 
others. Only in recordings made 
in the ’30s by Elisabeth Schumann 
and Lotte Lehmann will you find 
such carefully nuanced, artifice- 
free interpretations of Schubert’s 
“Wohin?” and Brahms’ “Verge- 
bliches Standchen.” For art song 
aficionados, this disc is a treasure. 

The great Beverly Sills pos¬ 
sessed a voice whose soft, floating 
pianissimi could tear your heart 
out. Although saddled with the 
nickname Bubbles ever since her 
childhood appearance in a Brillo 
radio commercial, Sills touched 
deepest, not in comedy, but in the 
tragic roles of Bellini, Donizetti, 
Moore and others. 



Thanks to the superb remas¬ 
tering on The Singers: Beverly Sills 
(Decca), Sills lovers can finally 
hear her performance of Richard 
Strauss’“Breif iiber mein Haupt,” 
recorded in her prime, in sound 
that easily surpasses the original 
LP issue. This is a truly magical, 
transcendent performance, a 
Strauss interpretation that rings 
as true as those by Elisabeth Schu¬ 
mann, who toured the US accom¬ 
panied by Strauss. As in her 1974 
recording of Mozart’s “Vorrei sp- 
iegarvi, oh Dio!,” Sills sings quite 
slowly, using her unique, disem¬ 
bodied tones to touch listeners in 
new ways. This compilation, also 
featuring three great 1969 French 
operatic performances and a few 
showpieces that betray Sills’ limi¬ 
tations, is a must-have. 


where Sutherland would either 
stun or somnambulate), Sills 
could deliver neither the knock¬ 
out impact of Sutherland’s “Santo 
di patria, Allor che I forti cor- 
rono” from Verdi’s Attila, nor the 
radiant highs of her Australian 
counterpart’s “Son vergin vez- 
zosa” from Bellini’s I puritani. 
These performances and more 
distinguish the two-disc La Stu- 
penda: The Supreme Joan Suther¬ 
land (Decca), filled primarily 
with stupendous coloratura 
recordings from Joanie’s best 
years. 

Having attended Sutherland’s 
breathtaking Met debut in Lucia, 
as well as Sills’ unforgettable 1970 
NYCO Roberto Devereux, I can at¬ 
test that these remasterings go a 
long way toward capturing the 
wonder of their voices in their 
prime. Sutherland can also be 
heard on The Singers: Joan Suther¬ 
land (Decca). Here, alas, poor dic¬ 
tion, droopy phrasing (the start of 
“Vorrei spiegarvi, oh Dio!” seems 
especially unfortunate when com¬ 
pared to the Sills version), and in¬ 
appropriate repertoire (including 
the gay Reynaldo Hahn’s “Si mes 
vers avaient des ailes” and Noel 
Coward’s “I’ll Follow My Secret 
Heart”) limit enjoyment. Stick 
with the two-discer. 

The woman who could sing 
Coward, Hahn, and French song 
to perfection was Dame Maggie 
Teyte. Dubbed “l’Exquise” by her 
teacher Jean de Reszke (Caruso’s 
predecessor at the Met), Teyte de¬ 
buted at age 18 in a series of con¬ 
certs conducted by her life-long 
friend, Reynaldo Hahn (once 
lovers with Marcel Proust). One 
of two Englishwomen coached by 
Debussy for the role of 
Melisande, Teyte’s famed down¬ 
ward portamentos, lyric purity 
on high, and voice filled with ten¬ 
derness and sadness were perfect 
for the "impressionist” repertoire. 
So ideal were Teyte’s voice and 
sensibility that once, when De¬ 
bussy witnessed a rehearsal in 
which a conductor was attempt¬ 
ing to alter her interpretation, he 
boomed out, “Laissez-faire Mag¬ 
gie Teyte!” 

Teyte’s career was resurrected 
in 1936, at age 48, by a set of De¬ 
bussy recordings accompanied by 
the great Alfred Cortot. While 
Teyte’s personality at the time had 
become increasingly armored 
(perhaps in part to cover up her 
long-time relationship with the 
woman who lived in the cottage 
behind the house in which she 
and her husband resided), her 
singing had become more and 
more transparent, as though she 
were revealing secrets to her audi¬ 
ence that she dared not share any 
other way. Her famed 1941 
recording of Hahn’s L’heure ex- 
quise, available on a two-disc EMI 
set and a favorite of gay liberation 
founder Harry Hay, exemplifies 
this gift of intimate communica¬ 
tion. 



Saint Joan 

Talk of Sills leads to her col¬ 
oratura “rival,” Joan Sutherland. 
While Sills is certainly the deeper 
artist of the two (Sills in good 
voice would invariably hypnotize 


The Singers: Maggie Teyte 
(Decca) brings to CD long un¬ 
available recordings from 1932 
and 1937. Teyte’s charm in “Tu 
n’es pas beau/je t’adore” from Of¬ 
fenbach’s La Perichole proves in¬ 


comparable, her drop into chest 
voice on the word “brigand” reve¬ 
latory. The gay Coward’s “Secret 
Heart” and a number of senti¬ 
mental English songs are equally 
memorable. Though there are 
other singers one would choose 
for Schumann and Brahms, this 
disc is like a pearl, waiting to be 
discovered and treasured. 



Leider lieder 

Equal revelations come with 
The Singers: Frida Leider (Decca). 
Her successor Flagstad may have 
had the bigger, more stunning in¬ 
strument, but Leider (born in 
1888, the same year as Teyte, 
Schumann, and Lehmann) of¬ 
fered thrilling sensual beauty and 
a deeper range of expression. 
Marvelous in Mozart (listen to the 
“Dove Sono” on this disc), her 
1925 “Du bist der Lenz” Die 
Walkiire scene with Melchior 
(frustratingly shorn of the first- 
act climax), “Liebestod,” and “Zu 
neuen Taten” must be heard. 
Don’t be put off by the acoustic 
recordings; the purity of Leider’s 
voice survives. 

New to opera? For core 
lyric/dramatic Italian operatic 
repertoire, start with Tebaldi and 
Callas. Grab Tebaldi: My First 
Record (Fono), filled with 1949 
and ’50 recordings of Verdi, Puc¬ 
cini, Boito, et al. The booklet is in 
Italian, the sometimes ridiculous¬ 
ly over-reverbed selections ripped 
off from 78s, but the singing, from 
the very first notes, is absolutely 
right. Tebaldi endorsed this issue, 
and its indispensability is unques¬ 



tionable. Beauty of tone, absolute 
sincerity, and convincingly id¬ 
iomatic phrasing, both here and 
on the two-disc The Great Renata 
Tebaldi (Decca), leave opera 
queens no choice but to shed pre¬ 
tense and acknowledge true roy¬ 
alty. 



Tebaldi has the feminine 
warmth of heart; Callas cuts to 
the center of the heart, when she 
is not slashing it to bits. While the 
single-disc The Very Best of Maria 
Callas (EMI) focuses far more on 
Callas’ romantic repertoire than 
bel canto, her “Habanera” from 
Bizet’s Carmen and unforgettable 
“J’ai perdu mon Eurydice” from 
Gluck’s Orphee stun anew with 
their individuality. Just when you 
think you know what Callas is all 
about, another facet of her great¬ 
ness is revealed. If you’ve got an 
appetite for trash, the photo of a 
gorgeous, fur-enshrouded Maria 
hugged by Onassis on front and 
Meneghini on rear is an opera in 
itself. ▼

The third scene serves 
up Thor in a solo that lets a gor¬ 
geous giant serve up all his attrib¬ 
utes: a broad plateau of chest, 
with breasts that are huge saucers 
of armor plate; blonde hair atop a 
severe overhang of brow that adds 
a condor’s majesty to glacial blue 
eyes; a gaze that nails you before 
looking down at a pink and pret¬ 
ty dick that’s a plump handful, 
and which gives forth a pulsing 
rope of cum that stretches unbro¬ 
ken down to the pavement. Thor’s 
a Nordic god, no doubt about it 
— although I suspect a true 
Nordic god’s foreskin would be 
intact. 

Police brutality 

Next, two of the brothers pick 
up a shiny street kid. They ply him 
with drugs, plug him heartily 
from both ends, and, when he 
ODs, dump the body. Tom Katt 
(at his bulkiest and thankfully un¬ 
shaven) has surreptitiously video¬ 
taped the murder, and will pro¬ 
vide the tape to a cop, provided 
the cop has sex with him. This 
being gay porn, the cop protests 
that he’s straight, and then 
plunges his tongue down the ex¬ 
tortionist’s throat. Also, this being 
gay porn, the cop has to offer ver¬ 
bal abuse along with the expected 
sodomy. Here’s what the cop has 
to say as Tom sucks his dick: 
“You’re pretty good for a little fag, 
you little fag bitch.” Now, I’m not 
allowed to even write the B word, 
so I have no idea how it got into 
the last sentence. As for little fags

Which isn’t to say Shy Hunters isn’t 
a compelling book, because it is, 
and the reviews have been good. 
But Shy Hunters deals not with a 
conflict of another time but with 
one all too fresh in many people’s 
hearts and minds. The author 
himself acknowledges that his new 
book is much darker: “I really 
worked hard to find the light in it, 
and it was really hard to do.” 

A lot of the darkness comes 
from the plague that dominates its 
pages, of course. But the author 
feels that labeling his book an 
“AIDS novel,” as some critics have 
done, is shortsighted. “I think it’s 
as much about AIDS as Romeo and 
Juliet is about teen suicide,” Span¬ 
bauer muses. “It’s certainly set in 
the time of AIDS, and I did want 
to write about how AIDS devastat¬ 
ed that city in particular, and how 
it reached all strata of society. But 
really, I see it as a love story.” 

In that respect, and in several 
others, it’s very much like its pre¬ 
decessor. Both books possess a 
multiracial cast of thrillingly pe¬ 
culiar characters. Beyond black 
and white, Spanbauer weaves Na¬ 
tive American characters into his 
tales, which are infused with 
lessons he’s learned about spiritu¬ 
ality and culture from Clyde Hall,

in Alex Haley’s Queen (1993), su¬ 
perb worrying about Nobody’s 
Children (1994), Belle Watling in 
Scarlett (1994) (one of the few 
bright spots in that awful mini¬ 
series), then reunited with Lem¬ 
mon and Matthau (joined by 
Sophia Loren) for Grumpier Old 
Men (1995), which did not equal 
its predecessor’s success.

being bitches, well, this is standard 
Blue Blake territory, and it makes 
my dick wilt. Tony Valentino, with 
the attenuated features and cool 
hauteur of a runway model,, plays 
the cop in Titans, and throws 
enough disarming attitude for the 
cop fantasy to be effective; he was 
a real turn-on until he opened his 
mouth. It is, after all, possible to 
film an abusive cop fantasy with¬ 
out this sad sort of homophobia. 
Watch Chris Ward’s “Cop and 
Robber” segment of Raging Stal¬ 
lion’s Sexpack Two. 

The Titans DVD also has some 
choice deleted material in its 
“Bloopers” chapter. Here, Tony 


Valentino proves he really ought to 
be doing improv comedy. As he 
fucks Katt, he rambles on, “Hey, 
you little schoolgirl in your tight lit¬ 
tle skirt,” at which point Katt gives 
him an “Oh, Mary” roll of the eyes 
and begs, “Let’s lose the little girl in 
the skirt.” At least Blake knew 
enough to cut this bit. And finally, 
one last blooper provides an exam¬ 
ple of the inherent difficulties of di¬ 
recting porn. Blue Blake shows a 
model where to lie so that another 
two “can cum all over you.” Come 
to pass, however, the two eke out a 
mere droplet or two. Still, that let¬ 
down made the final cut. What’s a 
director to do? ▼ 


a Shoshone-Bannock healer. 

“I grew up [in Pocatello, Idaho] 
right next to an Indian reserva¬ 
tion,” he explains. “Oddly enough 

— or it’s really predictable, I guess 

— I never associated with any Na¬ 
tive people at all. I knew the reser¬ 
vation was there, and I rode the 
bus with them, and that’s all. Then 
I got back from Kenya [on a Peace 
Corps assignment], and it was so 
astounding to me that there were 
so many Native people in Pocatel¬ 
lo and I had never seen them be¬ 
fore. About that time, I befriended 
my brother Clyde. 

“We became brothers in 1968, 
when you could still do that kind 
of thing. We cut each other’s 
wrists and became blood broth¬ 
ers. I’ve been very close with him 
for the past 33 years. It’s my rela¬ 
tionship with him that’s kept me 
close to issues for Native people.” 

In addition to writing about 
race, Spanbauer continues to re¬ 
turn to the theme of sexuality. He 
identifies himself as gay, although 
he clarifies, when asked, “I was 
married for seven years, and I’ve 
been in love with a number of 
women in my time, so I guess you 
could call me bisexual.” Much like 
the restrictive mentality that con¬ 
fines Shy Hunters to the “AIDS 
novel” genre, the notion that 
Spanbauer writes “gay fiction” is 
one that rankles him. 

“I write about people,” he says. 


“I don’t write about Indians; I don’t 
write about blacks; I don’t write 
about queers; I write about people. 
And I particularly like to write 
about people who are dealing with 
issues of race and gender. I just want 
to come at it from some place of 
humanity. Let’s say we both do the 
same sexual act — therefore, you 
and I have a lot in common? We 
might have nothing in common, 
you know. Believe me, I’ve met 
some real bitches who were gay, re¬ 
ally mean people. And straight peo¬ 
ple, too. And mean black people 
and some pretty horrendous Indi¬ 
ans. So it’s just humanity.” 

Given his personal history — 
reflected in his habit of creating 
omnisexual protagonists — Span¬ 
bauer naturally has an intriguing 
perspective on sexuality. “I once 
talked to a Navajo man who was 
writing a book [about Navajo his¬ 
tory and culture]. He hadn’t fin¬ 
ished his research yet, and he had 
found 33 different genders. Here 
we think it’s either male or female, 
but in his society, there were al¬ 
lowances. 

“I think it’s time to talk about 
that. It’s not a gay thing or a 
straight thing, but a human thing. 
We’re very complex beings. If you 
put a straightjacket on us, we’ll act 
like we’ve been told. But given a 
freer society, I think we could find 
out a lot more than we know 
about our sexuality.” ▼ 


Seduced by Madness, visited the 
Blue Rodeo (both 1996), was a 
glowing Life of the Party (1998) as 
Pamela Harriman, dealt with 
Happy Face Murders (1999), then 
played a mother in Perfect Murder, 
Perfect Town (2000).

She has 
faced this tragedy with the same 
discipline and lack of self-pity that 
has characterized her professional 
life. By now, she is an ageless and 
admired institution. ▼

1A I hen the Brothers Gantz 
1|PW (Joe and Harry) decided 

v' W to get in on the only re¬ 
spectable brand of sibling incest, 
filmmaking — joining the Broth¬ 
ers Coen, Farrelly, Karamazov, 
Marx, Maysles and Polish — they 
had to find a way to make their 
films stand out from the herd, so 
they decided to reinvent Candid 
Camera with a twist. 

“We originally did a show here 
in San Francisco called A Life at 
Random. We spun a roulette 
wheel with the 50 states on it to 
get a state. We threw a dart at the 
map of that state to get a city. We 
opened the phone book, with our 
eyes closed, put our finger down 
and invited that person to come 
on and talk about their life.” 
When interviewed together, Joe 
and Harry Gantz finish each 
other’s sentences. 

“Twelve people showed up. We 
talked with them about the events 
that had shaped their lives. The 
idea is that everybody has been 
through some amazing things if 
you can get them to talk about the 
events that made them who they 
are. We never got that on the air. 
but that’s what led us to Taxi Cab 
Confessions, which is essentially A 
Life at Random in the back of a 
cab.” 

Oddly enough, it was a partic¬ 
ularly fluid episode of Taxi Cab 
Confessions, the popular series in 
which cab passengers are filmed 
interacting with their drivers and 
each other, now in its sixth season 
on HBO, that led to the Gantzes’ 
feature-length documentary 
about the three million or so 
North American “swingers” who 
open up their relationships to the 
possibility of Sex with Strangers. 
“We had a rider in Las Vegas Taxi 
Cab Confessions we called ‘The 
Lactating Woman,’ because dur¬ 
ing the ride she pulls out her 
breasts and explains that when 
she got implants she started con¬ 
tinually lactating. She squirts 
some milk which hits the seat in 
front. She and her partner went 
on to explain their experience 
swinging, and we hadn’t heard 
that much about swinging at that 
point, and were pretty much 
blown away by that ride.” 

Cliff notes 

The brothers lined up 12 
swinging couples, only to discov¬ 
er that 11 of the 12 didn’t play 
well on screen. “Documentary 
filmmaking is a little like jumping 
off a cliff and hoping you’ll figure 
it out before you hit the bottom.” 

In the end, one of the swinging 
couples discovered by the Gantz 
brothers turned out to be jump¬ 
ing off their own cliff without a 
parachute in sight. Calvin and

Julie (two rather pushy tops, espe¬ 
cially when she’s wearing her 
strap-on-dildo) attempt to have a 
three-way relationship with 
Sarah, who turns out to be a pas¬ 
sive/aggressive pushy bottom. At 
first, Calvin and Sarah appear 
headed for marital bliss with 
swinging as a tasty pit-stop, or at 
least boredom-averting foreplay. 
But then jealousy appears, and all 
bets are off. 

“The tag line for the film is, ‘If 
you thought monogamy was 
hard...’ Because when you bring 
someone into your relationship, 
and they come into your bed¬ 
room, and you have sex openly in 
front of your partner, that is not 
an easy thing to deal with, and we 
found that many people in our 
film had trouble dealing with it.” 

Watching Sex with Strangers, I 
felt myself having a kind of out- 
of-body experience, flashing back 
to the youthful folly of being a gay 
swinger in the Dallas of the late 
70s. As with the British Queer as 
Folk, Sex with Strangers mirrors a 
lot of the bed-swapping/open re¬ 
lationships running riot amongst 
the band of “gay adolescents” that 
my lover and I hung with. I felt 
many of the vulnerabilities that 
Sarah feels in the film. Seeing 
Sarah bouncing in and out of bed 
with Calvin and the more resilient 
Julie, watching her scheme, pout, 
and burst into tears whenever she 
feels neglected, I flash back on a 
long-forgotten insight — that 
swinging or cruising is much 
more fun and possible when pur¬ 
sued from some safe harbor, the 
harbor of a relationship or some 
structure that is seen as im¬ 
mutable. Throughout the film, 
Sarah wants Calvin — only she 
doesn’t want him the way she’s 
going to get him, on his terms. 

Calvin is at the core of Sex with 
Strangers. Not only is he the boy¬ 
ishly cute if elusive prize that 
many swing for (a straight man 
who uses “bitch” the way a gay 
man would, who likes to fix his 
girlfriend’s hair, who is in fact the 
perfect adolescent), but he’s like 
that greatest of fictional charac¬ 
ters — a man who is honest in his 
pursuit of pleasure, all the while 
lying through his teeth about his 
true motives and ambitions. 
Calvin is nothing if not dramatic 
subtext, the kind of character that 
most conventionally “sincere” 
documentaries lack, rendering 
them boring or one-dimensional. 

Slippery slope 

The Gantz brothers note that 
Calvin, Sarah and Julie were the 
least typical and therefore most 
interesting example of what can 
befall one on the slippery slope of 
swingdom. “Calvin and Sarah 
were a couple, and they were 
thinking about getting married. 
Sarah agreed to swing with him.

She says in the film that she had 
swung before and that she’d been 
bisexual before and knew what 
she was doing, but you don’t 
know to what extent she was 
doing it for Calvin because he had 
said, ‘I’m going to be in a swing¬ 
ing relationship.’ Calvin and Sarah 
met Julie and wanted to bring her 
into the relationship, and Julie 
said, ‘I’m not bisexual, and I do 
not swing.’ First Julie started 
falling for Calvin, and then she 
said, ‘Well, maybe I could swing,’ 
and later she said, ‘Well maybe I 
am bisexual,’ and then it got com¬ 
plicated.” 

When I described Calvin, 
Sarah and Julie’s relationship as 
giving off the thrills we associate 
with rubber-necking at a car 
wreck, the Gantz brothers were 
quick to defend not only the de¬ 
lightful madness of their method 
of filmmaking, but the necessity 
of looking squarely at the usually 
hidden underside of relation¬ 
ships. “We don’t look at it as a car 
wreck, we look at it as these cou¬ 
ples giving us the gift of opening 
up their personal lives and seeing 
the mistakes that they’re making, 
that everybody makes when 
they’re figuring out how they 
want to live out their sexual iden¬ 
tity. The point is that anybody can 
relate to this, whether you’re 
straight or gay, whether you’re 
monogamous or not. The issues 
are universal. It’s just that because 
they’ve made this lifestyle choice, 
they issues come to the surface a

lot more, and the conflicts are 
something that people are forced 
to deal with, where maybe people 
who live a more structured sexual 
life are never forced to deal with 
those issues.” # 

Fleshing out Sex with 
Strangers’ attractive cast are James 
and Theresa, an older couple 
whose strong personal feelings for 
each other and ability to use their 
mobile home to hunt for other 
couples as a couple make them 
the film’s best living ad for swing¬ 
ing. In the film’s most tender mo¬ 
ment, James visits Theresa as she’s 
waking up from breast enlarge¬ 
ment surgery, an option she 
chose, after much debate with 
James, to keep herself young, in 
the game, and to give them as a 


couple some sexy “bait” with 
which to lure other, younger cou¬ 
ples. 

The Brothers Gantz note that 
all three couples in the film suf¬ 
fered from job discrimination as a 
result of their lifestyle and from 
their appearing in the film. 
“Swingers feel in some ways legal¬ 
ly that they’re where the gay com¬ 
munity was 25 years ago.” The 
Gantzes note the irony that 
swinging as a lifestyle is both 
more widely practiced and more 
“underground” because of the 
prevailing attitude that swingers 
will be persecuted and shunned if 
their lives become too public. V

P unk is back. The attitude is 
spreading all around the globe, 
no doubt driven by the econom¬ 
ic downturn (“Great Depression II” 
anyone?) and the spectacular confir¬ 
mation of the fact that the American 
way of life is up for sale, with steep dis¬ 
counts on bankrupt corporations and 
governments. If Reagan was responsi¬ 
ble for the first punk backlash in the 
’80s, this time around it’s George 
WWII1 and his knight in shining 
armor, Rudolph Giuliani, who ale 
pushing punk buttons right and left. 

On the left-punk side of the equa¬ 
tion, you’ve got queer youth of color 
who argue for basic liberties — like the 
right to be left alone to enjoy their play 
and live spaces in the dilapidated, de¬ 
caying, sometimes dangerous but 
homey and much beloved Christopher 
St. Pier in New York City, which Giu¬ 
liani as mayor finally had fenced off 
for “redevelopment” in 2000, kicking 
out the kids and homeless persons. 

In response, a bunch of the youth of 
color, low income, homeless and 
LGBTQ youth who lost their space — 
which had long been a bastion of gay 
cruising and sex in the formative years 
of gay liberation — videotaped their 
story. On Friday night, February 22, at 
Artists’ Television Access in the Mis¬ 
sion (992 Valencia St., at 21st St.), the 
results of that video-documentary will 
be offered in a program called “Urban 
Ch@os, Queer Spaces & Other 
Places,” a multimedia presentation 
produced by Paper Tiger TV, New 
Neutral Zone, and FIERCE. 

The core of the program will be the 
screening of Fenced Out, the video 
that resulted from the activists’ docu¬ 
mentary efforts. Us tone of defiance — 
surprisingly upbeat, considering the 
circumstances — perfectly suits the 
anarchist sentiments of the ousted pier 
dwellers. The Pier provided their so¬ 
cial milieu, their safe space, their sa¬ 
cred ground, their only escape from 
the oppressively orchestrated, straight- 
laced, up-tight world represented by 
Giuliani and his enforcers. 

The documentary is blatantly one¬ 
sided, of course, but a true affkionado 
of punk wouldn’t have it any other way. 

Also at the Friday night presenta¬ 
tion, Paper Tiger TV will air its video 
Turning Tragedy into War, a docu¬ 
mentary that “counteracts the corpo¬ 
rate media’s war driven and racist spin 
on the events of September 11.” 

Another indie media collective, 
Seattle’s Queer Film Club, will pre¬ 
sent recent DIY works that challenge 
stereotypical queer images. On the 
line-up are Super-8 and video shorts 
including Karen bout Karen (Aaron 
Park), Scenic Seattle (Trever Smith), 
and Holy Matrimony?! (Trever Smith 
& Kristi Shaefer). 

Just to make sure the locals show 
up, DJ Spike of Club KY will be on 
hand to spin when doors open at 
7:30pm. ▼

tion.” It makes an arc of dramati¬ 
cally sensible music and a satisfy¬ 
ing sketch of the composer’s phi¬ 
losophy. As a document of the 
event and for pure listening, RCA 
Victor was brave and wise to go 
ahead with the project. Whether 
they proceed with their commit¬ 
ment to the contract with the Sym¬ 
phony may well depend on the re¬ 
ception of this disc. From an artis¬ 
tic standpoint, it is a major hit. 

Stravinsky, Cage & Reich 
Works for Pianos, Prepared Pi¬ 
anos & Electric Organs — 

Michael Tilson Thomas, Ralph 
Grierson, pianos & organs; Roger 
Kell away, Steve Reich, electric or¬ 
gans; Tony Raney, maracas 
(Angel Records/Angel Artistry) 

This new compilation and dig¬ 
ital remastering of two LPs dating 
from 1972 and ’73 comes as a 
happy surprise. It also reminds us 
that Michael Tilson Thomas is 
one helluva keyboardist. 

The main event back then was 
the premiere recording of Stravin¬ 
sky’s own reduction for two pi¬ 
anos of his epochal “The Rite of 
Spring.” It still sounds amazing 
and persuasive, even with some 
barely noticeable distortion un¬ 
avoidably retained from the orig¬ 
inal analog master tapes. The per¬ 
formance remains breathtaking. 


What really stands out now is 
Steve Reich’s comparably ground¬ 
breaking “Four Organs.” Call it 
monotonous or mesmerizing, 
catchy or annoying, it stands with 
Terry Riley’s “In C” as one of the 
earliest masterpieces of minimal¬ 
ism. Hearing this definitive rendi¬ 
tion brings back some of the joy¬ 
ful shock we felt when it was new. 

Sandwiched in-between these 
two monuments is John Cage’s 
“Three Dances” from the mid-’40s. 
The prepared pianos sound like 
American gamelan, with maracas 
adding rhythmic interest. The 
whole disc sounds of a piece and, 
at a generous 80 minutes of playing 
time, it is a beguiling experience. 

Gustav Mahler - Symphony No. 6, 
San Francisco Symphony 
Michael Tilson Thomas, conductor 
(SFS Media Recordings) 

Recorded live in concerts at 
Davies Symphony Hall September 
12-15, 2001, immediately follow¬ 
ing the horrific attack on the 
WTC, this document — the first 
on the Symphony’s own label — 
may re-open some old wounds. 

For those who experienced 
these performances first-hand, it 
does come as a powerful reminder 
of the shock and dismay we felt. 
Still, just as it provided catharsis 
then, this magnificent rendition 
also gives solace today. 

The searing briskness and 
heartbreaking courage of MTT’s 
interpretation brought out the 


virtuosity of his players, captured 
with overwhelming clarity. It’s 
been a long time since anyone 
timidly suggested that the San 
Francisco orchestra was world- 
class. It is now a given, and the re¬ 
markable richness of the new 
recording augers well for the pro¬ 
jected series of all nine Mahler 
symphonies. 

Available at all retailers, in¬ 
cluding the SFS Store and the SFS’ 
new on-line store, shopsfsympho- 
ny.org, the recordings will be dis¬ 
tributed in North America by 
Delos Records. Avante will market 
and release in Europe. 

Too bad Thomas Hampson 
and tenor Michael Schade won’t 
be able to recreate their recent tri¬ 
umph in Das Lied von der Erde for 
the series. They have both record¬ 
ed the work separately before and, 
while it is arguably the real Ninth 
Symphony, Das Lied probably 
isn’t on the agenda. Considering 
MTT’s profound involvement 
with Mahler, however, SFS Media 
should try to commit everything 
to disc. 

The Sixth is a problematic 
work, and it doesn’t provide easy 
answers. Hearing this recording 
and remembering how curiously 
fateful it seemed back in Septem¬ 
ber, and how illuminating was the 
conductor’s vision, the debut disc 
in the Mahler cycle proves how 
perfectly MTT fits in with San 
Francisco and the musical world 
at large. V

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Discovering the gay past

lipi hey were small and dark, 
reeking of Lucky Strikes and 
I spilt beer. Often the liquor 
was watered and the prices no 
bargain. Every time the front door 
creaked open, heads would swivel 
toward it with a mix of hope and 
fear to see who was entering — a 
known friend, someone who 
might reveal their secret, toughs 
looking for a fight, or the cops to 
harass or shake them down. 

Yet despite these faults, a gay 
bar, then as now, was the center of 
the community. Often it was the 
only place that gay men and 
women could go to socialize with 
one another and let their guard 
down, if only slightly, in a hostile 
world. And even that space was 
generally shared; straight by day, 
tolerating gays only after their 
other customers had gone home. 
It might have been owned by the 
mob, or paid tribute to them, or 
to the cops, or to both. 

The Evening Crowd at 
Kirmser’s offers a snapshot of 
what gay life was like in the 1940s 
in a mid-sized city that was more 
tolerant than many, but still high¬ 
ly constricting. Ricardo J. Brown 
offers this memoir of coming of 
age in small-town Minnesota and 
the reality of coming out in St. 
Paul after being discharged from 
the Navy during World War II for 
being gay. 

One is struck both by the 


sameness of life then and now, 
and by its differences. The quests 
for love and sex, not necessarily in 
that order, are perennial issues for 
men and women. Those biologi¬ 
cal drives persist, and the ways 
that they play out over the years 
are little more than changes in sets 
and costumes. 

Price paid 

What has changed most dra¬ 
matically is the price paid for vio¬ 
lating society’s taboo of being gay. 
While some people still are fired 
when their employer learns that 
they are gay, and some families 
still do shun their own, today 
those incidents have become 
noteworthy as the exceptions. 
Such action was the rule in the 
1940s. Tolerance, if not quite ac¬ 
ceptance, was the surprise. 

This framework of fear was 
largely self-imposed, enforced 
sporadically and randomly 
enough by the minions of society 
that nervous uncertainty loomed 
large in the daily lives of most gays 


and lesbians. Still, many found a 
way to mute their anxiety and 
find a sense of community among 
the booths and barstools of places 
like Kirmser’s. 

Theirs is a lesson made more 
poignant in the aftermath of the 
terrorist attacks of September 11, 
as we struggle to regain a life con¬ 
sidered normal. They show us 
that life continues and can be 
good, even after the deepest 
shock*Often survival is its own 
reward. 

Brown’s memoir is quick, 
compelling prose that reflects his 
career as a journalist. He knows 
how to tell a story, yet he also un¬ 
derstands that he is writing to 
connote a sense of time and place, 
not merely advance a story line. 
His players are limned in full, 
rounded form worthy of the best 
fiction. He has an eye for detail 
without getting lost in it. And he 
balances the sensational with the 
mundane. It is a charming, engag¬ 
ing, and quick read that leaves you 
satisfied. T

S ongs for the Front Row: The 
Best of Ocean Colour Scene 
(Ark 21) compiles 17 of 
British blues/pop-rockers Ocean 
Colour Scene’s best tunes: singles, 
a 1997 live version (Royal Albert 
Hall!) of “Robin Hood,” band 
picks, and a catchy new song, 
“Crazy Lowdown Ways.” Simon 
Fowler, the openly gay lead singer, 
infuses these ’90s tunes with a ’60s 
Beatlesesque energy that gives 
them a timeless quality. This com¬ 
pilation was my first introduction 
to this band that got lost in the 
Blur of the Oasis.shuffle, and after 
hearings songs such as “The Cir¬ 
cle” (which features Paul Weller), 
“Better Day,” and “Huckleberry 
Grove,” I’m sure I’ll let them wash 
over me again. 

Used Songs: 1973-1980 

(Rhino/Elektra) is a good 16-track 
collection of Tom Waits’ early years 
that should have been great. The 
perfect Anthology of Tom Waits, re¬ 
leased in 1985 and never issued do¬ 
mestically on CD, is a superior 
compilation. Used Songs does in¬ 
clude “A Sight For Sore Eyes,” 
“Burma Shave,” and “I Never Talk 
to Strangers” (a 1977 duet with 
Bette Midler). It also includes the 
melancholy “Christmas Card from 
a Hooker in Minneapolis.” 

Anything Anytime Anywhere: 
Singles 1979-2002 (Rounder/True 
North) by Bruce Cockburn is an 
expansive greatest hits collection 


by the Canadian singer/song¬ 
writer, and worth owning. Two 
new songs, “My Beat” (backing 
vocals by Patty Griffin) and the 
title track, bracket beloved Cock- 
burn tunes such as “Wondering 
Where the Lions Are” (from 1979) 
and “If I Had a Rocket Launcher” 
(from his best-selling 1984 album 
Stealing Fire), and “Last Night of 
the World” (from his most recent 
studio album Breakfast in New 
Orleans, Dinner in Timbuktu). 

The Essential Neil Diamond 
(Columbia), a 38-track, double¬ 
disc collection, features studio and 
live recordings from Diamond’s 
lengthy career. Diamond is 
renowned for his concert perfor¬ 
mances, so almost a quarter of the 
tracks here are live recordings, 
many of which were recorded as 
recently as October 2001. The stu¬ 
dio recordings span 35 years, from 
“Solitary Man” and “Cherry, Cher¬ 
ry” (1966) to “You Are the Best 
Part of Me” (2001). Diamond’s 
popularity recently surged because 
of the inclusion of his song “I’m a 
Believer,” as performed by Smash 
Mouth, in the movie Shrek. 

The Very Best of David Wilcox 
(A8cM) draws its material from 
the three albums (and a couple of 
promotional EPs) that Wilcox 
recorded for the A8cM label from 
1989-94. One of the most sincere 
voices on the folk scene, Wilcox is 
also an underrated songwriter, 
which is obvious from tracks such 
as “Language of the Heart,” “New 
World,” and “Farthest Shore.” ▼
